—* TS A FOE OF REFORM. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


EW YORK, Jan. 9.—Y. S. Wan, 

the nephew of the great Chinese 

reformer, Kang Yu Wel, who is 

in this city, sald in an interview with 

a representative of the Associated 
Press today: 

“The American people have made a 
mistake in believing that Yuan Shai 
Kai, recently dismissed from his great 
office in Peking, was a reformer. 

“Not only was he far from being a 
reformer, but he was a destroyer of 
reforms. It was Yuan Shai Kai who 
caused the death of the progressive 
movement in 1898, of which the late 
Emperor Kwang Hsu was the leader, 
assisted by a group of enlightened 
and brilliant officers and scholars, to- 
gether with a small number of the 
merchant class. The Emperor, in or- 
det to strengthen his position, to pro- 
tect himself and to exercise the full 
powers of a ruler, to which he was 
entitied, took Yuan Shai Kai into his 
confidence, and commanded him to 
organize a modern army. 


betrayed the Emperor's plans to the 
Empress-Dowager, and became her 
principal instrument in the coup 
d'état of “1898, which annihilated the 
influence of the reformers at court, 
and reduced the Emperor to a mere 
ward of the Dowager-Empress, who 
thereafter used the supreme power of 
the state. 

“It was natural, therefore, and in- 
evitable, that the progressive, intel)i- 
gent and able regent, Prince Chun, 
should dismiss Yuan Shai ‘Kai from 
his office and separate the regency 
from his detrimental influence. 

“I should like to assure Americans 
that there will be no serious revolu- 
tionary outbreak in China in cormse- 
quence of Yuan Shai Kai's disgrace, 
nor will there be any injury to foreign 
interests in t empire. Yuan Sha! 
Kai has lost esteem by having pur- 
sued a personal, selfish policy. The 
people of China, since the Boxer dis- 
orders, have become more enlight- 
ened.”

CHICAGO, Jan. %.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Mrs. Jeanette Deere Chapman, 
millionairess in her own right, and 
sister of Charlies H. Deere, president 
of the Moline Piow Company. has 
been sued for $150.000 for breach of 
promise by Dr. Kirk Stanley of New 
York City, said to be one of the most 
prominent physicians of the : setropo- 
lis. Service was obtained upon Mrs. 
Chapman at the Lakote Hotel, where 
she makes her home when in Chicago. 
Her residence is in Moline. 

Aside from the allegations in the 
petition, the proceedings instituted by 
Dr. Stanley gain added interest from 
the prominence of the defendant. Mrs. 
Chapman is one of the leaders of the 
American colony in Paris, and also is 
well known in socia! circles In Berlin 
and other European cities, as well as 
in New York. 

She is one of the heirs of the Deere 
estate, said to amount to $25,000,000, 
and is said to possess $2,000,000 in her 
own right. Besides her handsome home 
in Moline, she maintains an elabo- 
rately appointed country establishment 
in Pasadens. According to Dr. Stan- 
ley’s attorney, Henry Roth, Mra. Chap- 
man is 68 years old. 

Stanley came to Chicago two 
ago to file the suit for breach

OLD CITIZEN'S DEATH. 


Stephen Mott, Who Was Identified With 
Business of Los Angeles Almost 
Half a Century. 


|} Oldest and best-known citizens of Los 
| Angeles, died of dropsy at his rooms in 
the Spence Block, last evening at 6:15, 
jaged 80 vears. 

Mr. Mott was born near Saratoga 
' Springs, N. Y., on June 21, 1838, and 
spent his boyhood days on the farm 
until he was 16 years of age, when he 
apprenticed himself to a tinner, but 
after two years became a clerk in a 
store. His keen business sense at- 
tyacted the attention of his employer, 
and before he was 21 years of. age he 
was the purchaser of geods for the 
store In the New York markets. In 
1854 he started to travel through the 
South and West, and a year later went 
into business for himself at Shakope. 
at the head ‘of navigation on the Min- 
nesota River. When hé left there to 
come to Los Angeles In 1864, he was 
the head of a large grain and mer- 
chandise business. 
Soon after his arrival in this city 
he was appointed deputy to the Coun- 
ty Clerk, which position he filled for 
ten years; he was for twenty-six years 
‘secretary of the Los Angeles Water 
Company, and was one of the original 
directors of the First National Bank. 

His real estate transactions, as the 
result of his business foresight, were 
very profitable, and he was soon con- 
sidered a wealthy man. His business 
interests have been very extensive in 
Los Angeles, and his credit akmost un- 
limited. — 

The funeral will be held at the resi- 
dence of Mrs. T. D. Mott, No. $10 Un- 
jon avenue, the time to be announced 
later.

Has a Right to Have 
Tested by a Jury, Decides 
Court. 

(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
NYACK (N. Y.) Jan. 9.—Harry K. 
Thaw is entitled toa trial on the ques- 


tion of whether he has recovered his 


sanity, according to Justice Tompkins, 


who heard arguments today on a writ 


of habeas corpus obtained by Mrs.

ent at the hearing. He was repre- 
sented by Charles Morschauser. Dist.- 
Atty. Jerome of New York county, was 
present, and Asa Bird Gardner repre- 
sented the Attorney-General and su- 
perintendent of the asylum. 

Mrs. Thaw and Harry's brother, Jo- 
siah, accompanied the prisoner. 

Mr. Jerome asked that the proceed- 
ings be transferred to New York coun- 
ty, where, he said, the sanity of Thaw 
could be determined finally. The Dis- 
trict Attorney declared that modern 
scientific opinion held that Thaw was 
an incurable paranoiac. He said that 
Thaw was a dangerous person, and 
should not be allowed at large.

SOTHERN’S HAMLET. 


Actor Ideally Suited to the Role, and 
Gives Excellent Interpretation. 
Mediocre Support. 

Mr. Sothern’s “Hamlet” production, 
at the Mason Operahouse last night, 
was notable for his own fine acting in 
the ‘title-role, and for the excellent 
equipment of scenery and costuming 

accompanying it. 

The version was rather long, the five 
acts containing eleven scenes, and the 
play lasted from 8 o'clock—-when 
scarcely two-thirds of the audience 
was in the house—until nearly mid- 
night. 

Sothern is probably the nearest 
realization of the ideal Hamlet upon 
the English-speaking stage today. He 
combines the attributes of physique 
and face ard in a large part mental- 
ity. Not every man can play Hamlet, 
but Sothern has as a gift natural ad- 
vantages far above the ordinary. He 
is indeed very much of Booth’s appear- 


‘ance in the part, and play-lovers have 


long since come to associate Booth 
with Hamlet, and Hamlet with Booth, 
Mr. Sothern'’s only fault of appear- 
ance is a frequent recurrence of speech 
so low that it is occasionally indis- 
tinct. Thus the beginning of the 
soliloquy, which he read in splendidly 
poetic style, carried not at all beyond 
the footlights, and there were other 
lines equally dim, so that the whole 
would have seemed as natural, and 
would in fact have been greatly im- 
proved by voicing in a Iittle louder 
key. 

In the earlier scenes the actor made 
his contrasts slightl exaggerated, 
dropping momentarily from a great 
orotund to a faint whisper, and vice- 
versa, but with the advent of the 
second act he had placed his charac- 
terization on a more even pitch, 
though with an even greater degree of 
intensity. 

Thus his scene with Ophelia was a 
notably effective bit of despairing 
pathos, while his glances and demean- 
or during the players’ mummery were 
finely studied bits of effect, dominating 
this crucial moment of the act without 
a hint of obtrusion or over-demonstra- 
tion. 

And as for Sothern’s final—and best 
—Hamilet qualification, he has. that. 
lofty and introspective poetic sense 
which is the very essence of Hamlet's 
ardent nature, his torturing tmagina- 
ftion, and also his tragic indecision. 
Sothern in poetic parts is very much 
a poet, and so, considering his natural 
gifts, he is thoroughly admirable as 
Hamlet. 

Some smal] parts, notably the ghost, 
were very poorly played, but in the 
main the support was pleasantly ac- 
ceptable, though not notable in any 
way. 

A large audience greeted the actor 
with frequent demonstrations of ap- 
proval.

HAVE A BEGINNING. 


Commission Spends Thousand Do!l- 
lars for Instruments and Asks Su- 
pervisors to Appoint Surveying 
Parties—San Pedro Highway Will 
First Receive Attention. 


The preliminary surveys of several 
sections of the $3,500,000 worth of good 
roads will be commenced within a 
week, C. D. Daggett, chairman of the 
Highway Commission, said yesterday, 
and the Supervisors will be asked to 
appoint fourteen men for this purpose 
tomorrow. 

Assistant engineers, instrument men 
and chain men for four field parties 
and two draughtsmen for office work 


are needed. The first work will be at 
pelnts where the largest fills are to 
be made. 


“We have decide@ to make the fills 
first se that they will have time to set-+ 
tle before we begig on the rock work,” 
said Commissioner Bixby, yesterday. 


nando road, over the Nigger Slough on 
the road to San Pedro and on Wlishire 
boulevard, near the Soldiers’ Home. 

“Of course all of the districts want 
their roads completed first, but we 
shall begin with those that are used 
most. The list is headed by the San 
Pedro road, which is used for both 
traffic and pleasure.

The Highway Commission has spent 
$1000 for engineering instruments. It 
is anxious to have surveys finished so 
that bids can be advertised for. It is 
believed that many eections of roads 
can be bullt under contract for much 
leas than the estimated cost. Should 
the bids for any section seem unrea- 
sonably high to the commission, it has 
the legal right to have the work done 
with a awarding a contract. 

It has been decided that highways 
shall be thirty feet wide, with a strip 
sixteen feet wide macadamised and 
with a seven-foot graded shoulder on 
each side. The macadam is to consist 
of a base of broken stone varying in 
thickness from six to elght Inches and 
covered with a one-inch coating of 
asphaitum and rock screeni In 
sections where the soll is adobe, there 
will be a sub-base of gravel to insure 
firmness of foundation. 

Where drains are needed, these will 
be built along each side of the thirty- 
foot strip, within the county road right 
of way. All important bridges and 
culverts will be of reinforced concrete,

GOES TO MILL. 


Mazuma Mills Will not Ship Any More 
to the Smeitér, but Will Treat 
at Home. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

MAZUMA, Jan. 6—The Wihuja lease 
on the Therien mine is the scene of 
another sensational strike. Another 
shoot was opened on the Kindergarten 
vein which was cut in the lease a few 
weeks ago. The ore in the first strike 
went in the neighborhood of $1000 a 
ton; this last is even better. It is the 
second big find within a week on the 
“Therien mine, for a few days since it 
was struck good and big on the San- 
‘difer lease at the 260-foot level and 
work had to be done in the water to 
get the ore. It was reported a month 
ago that high grade had been found, 
but the vein cut through a water 
course and flooded the mine. Ever 
since with two pumps and a baling 
bucket have tried to lover the water 
and finally Mr. Sandifer determined 
to break through the water course for 
his ore. He got a shoot which up to 
the present writing averages between 
$170 and $175. 

This is the same character of ore 
taken out of the Wihuja lease, and 
there is no doubt that the Sandifer 
has the same vein. The Wihuja is 
lliing up the ore tn its bins, and will 

ready for another mill run as soon 
as the test of the rview ore is com- 
pleted in the Kindergarten mill. It is 
expected that this will be the greatest 
run of all the Wihuja’s, and the last 
one averaged $175 a ton. 

The Harris lease on the Fairview 
claim of the Seven Troughs mine con- 
tinues to improve, and apart from the 
high grade there are at the 200 level 
four feet that goes §70 to the ton.

Up to about two years ago, the Land 
Office still received applications for 
desert land entry, subject to the 
changes that oe naturally follow 
the resurvey. ut since then the sec- 
tion being resurveyed has been with- 
drawn from entry. 

ENTERPRISING FARMERS. 

Many enterprising farmers have set- 
tled upon vacant tracts in the valley 
and improved them, with a view to ob- 
tain! preference rights when the 
new plats were officially recorded and 
the lands were once more subject to 
entry. The government intends to pro- 
tect these men, who have increased the 
value of the land in good faith, and 
they will have the first title to the 
lands for thirty days after they are 
open to entry. If land-crabbers make 
a prior filing, a contest will remove 
any shadow of title thus acquired, and 
the bona-fide settler pe safe- 
guarded in every possible way. 

The variance between the lines of 
the old survey and the will leave 
strips here and ‘here t might be 
the subject of co troversy were it not 
for the wise provision of Fred Dennett, 
Commissioner of the General Land Of- 
fice. In a letter addressed to the reg- 
ister and receiver of the local office, 
he states that these strips will be with- 
drawn from entry peuging a special 
act of Congress that will give abutting 
property owners a preference right to 
file entries on them. The commissioner 
states in his letter: 

“Though these strips may have been 
claimed by entrymen as parts of the 
regular subdivisions, established by the 
erroneous and unauthorized survey, 
they will be public land’ of the United 
States, subject. to entry as soon as the 
plats of the survey are fled. . 

GOVERNMENT RELIEF. 

“These lands have doubtiess, in 
many instances, been improved and in 
some cases surveyed into town 
and sold by persons claiming them as 
parts of entered jegal subdivisions. The 
persons now in possession have such 
equities as calls for relief at the hands 
of the government. These strips will 
be to® long and narrow to be inviting 
to bona fide homeseekers, and will be, 
in some cases, appropriated by persons 
whose principal objeet would be to 
speculate by selling them tothe per- 
sons now them. 

“There is now no law by which the 
persons claiming these strips, in con- 
nection with abutting lands, can be 
given a preferred right to acquire title, 
but Congress will be asked to enact

Other plats will be received from 
time to time, when approved by the 
General Land Office, until the entire 
twenty-six townships will be open to 
entry, subject to the legal conditions. 
It is mandatory that at least thirty 
days elapse from the receipt of the 
plats, before the Jands surveyed can 
be epened for entry. « 

The townships which have been sus- 
pended from entry pending the resur- 
vey represent the heart of the rich 
Imperial county. The land is prac- 
tically ali taken up and there are proa- 
perous town, modern utilities and val- 
uable improvements contained therein. 
The one great advantage that will re- 
sult from the government survey and 
the consequent opening for entry, is 
that settlers can make final proof and 
secure patent. Many residents in the 
townships referred to have been un- 
able to get title and thus found it dif- 
ficult to raise money on lands worth 
many thousands of dollars. Nearly ev- 
ery rancher had plenty of money with 
which to pay $1 an acre, a condition 
precedent to obtaining patent, but the 
office has refused to take the money. 

Many persons wishing to purchase 
ranches in the Imperial Valley have 
demanded tities which could not be 
given. All the vexing matters will 
soon be disposed of, and the valley 
will enter upon an era of prosperity 
that will discount even‘its past won- 
derful growth. The lands, said to be 
the richest in the world, have an abun- 
dance of water and it is predicted their 
value will reach an almost fabulous 
level within the next few years.

A STATESMAN’S LOT IS NOT A HAPPY ONE. | 
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AXATION VALUE OF PROPERTY. 
The State tax equalizers are out on a cam- 


paign. It might be called a crusade against the ) 


State Constitution defines the duties of tax 
assessors. It provides that all property shall be 
assessed at its “full value.” This being a more or 
less elastic term and depending upon the varying 
judgments of men, the Constitution goes on to de- 
fine that by “full value” is meant such a sum of 
money “as the property would be taken at in liquida- 
tion of a solvent debt.” This definition is fairly 


close and in our opinion has been, speaking broadly, “ 


followed by assessors. For our own coynty, for a 
term of twenty-five years or more, we are firmly 
convinced that a very large proportion of our prop- 
erty has been assessed quite at its full value, taking 
the definition of the Constitution, the only proper 
one to use. 

A concrete example is better than generalization. 
The writer is selecting a city lot, improved with a 
modern house, in the city of Los Angeles, which was 
sold about eighteen months ago for the sum of $8000 
cash. It was not a boom price. The improvements 
had cost, four years previous to that time, $6100. 
The vacant lot on one side was firmly held at quite 
$5000 and the vacant lot on the other side had been 
already sold at $5250. 

If a bank were asked to make a loan upon this 
property, or if the application were made to an ex- 
perienced, conservative capitalist in private life, an 
appraiser would be sent and his report would cer- 
tainly not justify the loaning of more than $4000 
upon the property, or 50 per cent. of the price at 
which it had been bought. Now we maintain that 
the selling price of this property was not its value 
for taxation purposes, but the amount that might 
be had upon it as a loan was very near the “full 
value” of that property in the sense of the Con- 
stitution. 


Let us suppose that the note secured by mortgage 
upon this piece of property falls due and the 
debtor is unable to redeem it. There is no decently- 
conducted bank in California and no thoroughly 
conservative and safe capitalist in private life who 
would not prefer to have his money, with all inter- 
est due thereupon, and release the property than 
to be forced to take it in payment of the debt. If 
the debtor were solvent (that is, if he were in a 

tion to collect the debt from him in cash,) there 

no doubt that the creditor would take steps to 
recover the money rather than take over the prop- 
erty. It is doubtful whether the bank or the pri- 
vate person would be quite dontent to give up the 
note and take title to the realty, In many instances 
a foreclosure suit would be filed and the debtor 
would be brought.in for a deficiency judgment. 
The amount loaned on the property, minus what- 
ever was recovered in the deficiency judgment, 
‘would represent the sum at which that property 
was taken in discharge of a non-solvent debt. A 
person will take such property under compulsion at 
a higher price than where he can recover the 


money. 

This piece of property here referred to is used 
as a residence. Jt is improved and earning a Yeve- 
nue. If the $8000 had been invested in unimproved 
property the report of the appraiser would not have 
been at 50 per cent. of the sum paid. In that case 
the property would be receivable in payment of a 
solvent debt at still less than 50 per cent. of what 


it actually brought in the market. On the other ‘ 


hand, if h selected a piece of central business 
property with a thoroughly modern building thereon, 
yielding a revenue of 5 or 6 per cent. net upon the 
investment, it is quite possible that a capitalist or 
a bank might loan somewhat more than 50 per cent. 
of the money at which the property might be held, 
cr even at which it might have been recently sold. 
But even in this case the loan would scarcely 
exceed 60 per cent. of such sum of money. No 
matter how central the property were, how thor- 
oughly modern the improvement might be, or what 
rate per cent. interest it might be paying net in 
revenues, the properly-managed bank or the con- 
servative capitalist would in ninety-nine cases out 
of a hundred prefer to have his money back with 
the stipulated interest all paid up rather than be 
forced to take the property under foreclosure pro- 
ceedings. If the owner of the property were solvent, 
there is no doubt that steps would be taken in al- 
most every case to compel him to redeem his note 
rather tnan force his property upon the creditor. 
The members of the Board of Equalization are,

so, the visit of this board to this 
very largely a waste of time. The 
members of this board themselves are reported as 
saying the property of California generally 
is assessed at about 50 per cent. of its full value. 
We presume this means the ful! value of the prop- 
erty as measured by market conditions of the time, 
that is, the prices at which such property is gen- 
erally changing hands. That is not the full value 
in the contemplation of the Constitution, which de- 
‘fines the term in the way we have set forth. 

Really the only practical purpose of having a 
board of equalizers is to correct the work of the 
different county assessors and see that about the 
same leve] of valuation is kept on the property in

} all counties. If the property of one county is as- 


sessed at 50 per cent. of its actual market value 
(that is, as we contend its full value in the contem- 
plation of the State Constitution,) and the prop- 
erty of another county, speaking generally, is as- 
sessed at only 40 per cent. of its market value, or 
10 per cent. below its “full value,” as defined by 
the Constitution, then the one county“ suffers in- 
justice as compared to the other. If they are both 
assessed at 50 per cent. of the current market value, 
or as in our opinion at the “full value” as defined 
by the Genstitution, then there is no injustice to 
either county. 

As a matter of fact, we would prefer a high val- 
vation and a low rate of taxation rather than a 
lew valuation and a high rate of taxation. But the 
taxpayers know the great danger of the assessors 
levying a high valuation on their property and of 
the legislative bodies, municipal, county and State, 
proceeding to levy a high tax rate upon this high 
valuation. 


ROFITS IN OUR LANDS. 

The Redlands correspondence of The Times 
on Friday mentioned the sale of the Doran ranch 
near that city for between $50,000 and $60,000. 
The property consists of orange and lemon groves, 
fifty-five acres in all. The report states that the 
oranges are nearly all Valencias, with some Wash- 
ington navels. Six years ago the orange grove was 
nearly all seedlings, magnificent trees about twenty 
years old. The great trees bore so regularly and 
so freely they were nearly as productive of revenue 
as any variety. 
searce. They hang on the tree all the summer and 
may be marketed at any time between Februa 
and August. 

This Redlands property was sold about four 
years ago by the original developers for about 
$25,000. The reported price now marks a ‘great 
rise in value. But this is not an isolated case. 
There is a great demand. for orange and lemon 


high } ways when they learn of the profits. In this 
case price is about $1000 per acre, about as low 
as any orange groves can be had; the water rights 
are valued at $22,000, there being much water to 
sell. The crop is estimated at $10,000. At $60,000, 
the property pays a revenue of at least 16 per cent.

FORETELLING 
EARTHQUAKES. 


BY GEORGE W. BURTON. 

About a year ago there occurred in 
Southern Italy an earthquake of con- 
siderable force. It was, of course, 
nothing like that of very recent days, 
but sufficient to have attracted the 
attention of scientific people. Among 
others was a French savant, Abbé 
Th. Moreux. This learned scientist 
has made a specialty of earthquakes, 
and about that time in the French pa- 
per L’Echo he published an article up- 
on disturbances beneath the surface 
of the earth. 

The article goes back to previous 
publications by the same author, one 
as long ago as 1902, in which the claim 
was made that there might be shown 
from a study of earthquakes in his- 
tory a close connection between vol- 
canic disturbances and earthquakes 
pure and simple. Furthermore, the 
theory of the writer was that these 
group themselves around lines which 
he calls those of the great fracture of 
the globe. This fracture is heid to 
come from the contraction of the 
earth according to the generally-ac- 


same time others took place in Japan. | 


The disturbance began in Italy, par- 
ticularly in Calabria and Florence, Im- 
mediately Vesuvius awoke, and that 
was soon followed by Aetna. Along the 
Antilies convulsions were felt, and 
these extended into both the Americas. 
Nearly a year later, in March, 1906. 
this disturbance of the earth's crust 
had not ceased. A slight quake oc- 
curred in Formosa, another in India. 
Again Vesuvius awoke into activity, 
and immediately after, namely, on the 
18th of April of that year, the great 
earthquake took place at San Fran- 
cisco. Simultaneously four tremblings 
were felt at Dresden, the vdicano of 


cepted theory of scientific students. 

A curtous element of M. Moreux's| 
theory is the idea that our globe is | 
continually tending toward taking the 
form of a pyramid with four faces, or | 
rather of two pyramids base to base | 
the equator, their apexes at the 
poles. According to his studies, the 
rupture of the crust of the earth 
groups itself around the great moun- 
tain ranges and more particularly 
about those mountaing which are near 
to what he calls the “mediterranean 
depression.” The adjective does not 
refer to the sea of the same nhame, 
but rather to the mid-zone of the 
whole earth. In geological times this 
disiocation midway along the earth 
eut in two the Asiatic continent, de- 
tached Australia, separated the two 
Americas and formed the Mediter- 
ranean Sea between Europe and Af- 
rica. 

The conclusion drawn is that a very 
close guess as to where and when 
earthquakes are likely to occur may 
be reached from a careful study of this 
mid-earth region. The writer goes back 
to history and recalls that in Septem- 


at 


ber, 1905, slight earthquakes were felt 


to the southeast of France, and at the 


Stromboli, just off the coast of Sicily, 
broke into eruption, and in Iceland 
the volcano Hecla broke out. Even in 
Chile there were felt quite severe 
earthquakes, all nearly simultaneously 
with the destruction of San Francisco. 
These, the author claims, were of the 
same nature and traceable to the same 
causes as the great eruption of Mont 
oo in the Isiand of Martinique in 


The earthquake at Constantine, of 
which he was immediately writing at 
this time, was accompanied by con- 
siderable activity in Vesuvius and 
quakes were felt as far north as the 
center of France. 

Following out the line of thought, 
the author claims “this simultaneous- 
nes of action indicates simply that a 
single cause was at play at these par- 
ticular epochs. This cause dwells in a 
periodic settling down of the crust 
of the earth, following the lines of 
least resistance well known at this 
time to geologists.” 

Now comes the question, is there any 
lement of periodicity In these dis- 
turbances of the earth's surface? The 
conclusion is reached that they take 
place in winter rather than in summer 
time, because the intensity of the 
strain upon the surface is three and 
a half times greater in the cold sea- 
son than in the hot one. For the same 
reason, earthquakes are more likely 
to occur by night than by day, and 
particularly in the early hours of the 
morning. The author. recognizes that 
the atmosphere is lLighly charged with 
electricity at the time of severe earth- 
quakes. These electrical manifesta- 
tions are due to the sun. For this 
reason the immediate cause of the set- 
tling down of the crust of the earth 
along the lines of great fracture comes 
from outside of the earth rather than | 
from within. The sun's action is recog- 
nized as being this immediate cause. 
It is claimed that solar activity is pe- 
riodical passing from minimum to 
maximum each two years, and erup- 
tions of volcanoes, as well as earth- 
quakes, come with greatest frequency 
at the epochs when the sun's activity 
is weakest. This has been regarded 
as a law from as early as 1619, when 


observations began to be made with 
some regularity upon sun spots. But 
more particularly earthquakes and 


volcanic eruptions come at moments 
when there is great variation in the 
sun's activity, whether it is a varia- 
tion of augmentation or of diminution. 

In 1905 solar activity was at its 
maximum and almost momentarily di- 
minished, to be followed by several 
earthquakes, some of considerable vio- 
lence, in different parts of the earth. 
The same took place about 1902. Sun 
spots do not take place along any 
regular lines. There are sudden out- 
breaks often very marked, as the au- 


every three years after the sun spots 
reach their maximum, as happened 
durit the year in which he was writ- 
ing. This second pulsation had not 
yet passed when there are chances of 
still more developments in the activity 
of the sun. 

We must remember that this was 
written not the other day. but a year 
ago, and the prophetic glance reached 
down to 1909. Mark the following: “Ws 
may well expect a series of earthquakes 
lying along these lines of greatest 
fracture.” 

The paper was published in Paris anda 
the author referred to assurances given 
the Parisians by their scientific stu- 
dents that their own boulevards were 
not in danger of earthquake disturbd- 
ances. He says: “I do not partake 
of this optimism. France Hes alto- 
gether not far from the lines of the 
great fracture, as is evidenced by the 
volcanoes in Auvergne. At the very 
moment when there occurred the heav- 
lest quakes at Constantine, others were 
noted in the very regions of Paria.” 
He notes that Paris is 500 miles from 
the point most favorable for earth- 
quakes, but asks what such a distance 
means wu the face of the earth. 
Central nee is near enough to the 
mid-earth depression on one side and 
to the Alps on another, which lie right 
over the fracture, following the whole 
distance from Norway to Abyssinia, to 
cause earthquakes around Paris. The 
upheaval of the Alps, geologists claim, 
occurred at no very remote day, speak- 
ing in geological terms. M. Moreux 
prophesies terrible awakening of vol- 
canic action in the future in different 
parts of France. The contraction of 
the earth lies east of France, and he 
expresses the opinion that there need 
by no great wonder felt if some time 
in the future the Mediterranean Sea 
should be reunited—with the Straits of 
Dover as it was prior to the upheaval 
of the Maritime Alps and the Pyre- 
nees.

Moreux: “From these reflections cata- 
clysms will transform our country, and 
in that day volcanoes In the central!

vain word. Everything passes, every- 
thing transforms itself, nothing 1s 
stable, and all matter is In a perpetual 
state of becoming.”

PARKER ROUTE. 


BUSY SURVEYORS STARTING 
WILD RUMORS. 


Party Working in Imperiai Valley 
Believed to Represent Spreckels 
Line—Looks Possible That Line to 
Parker to Connect With Santa Fe 
May Be Contemplated. 


The presence of surveyors, be 
to represent the Southern Pacific, in 
the Imperial Valley, has set the wise 
ones guessing, and it is claimed that 
the Southern Pacific is surveying for a 
new line from San Diego to Parker, 
to pass through Iris, this State. This 
ig not belleyed by men in touch with 
the situation, and undoubtedly orig- 
inated from the resurveys of the San 
Diego and Arizona by the Spreckels 
interests, which plans early resump- 
tion of work between San Diego and 
Yuma. It is known that Spreckels 
has a large force making surveys. at 
three different points in Arizona and 
Old Mexico, and it would seem tc be 
good policy to continue this line from 
Yuma to Parker where connection 
would be had with the Santa Fé giv- 
ing two outlets for his proposed |ine. 
‘epee officials in this city deny that 
their surveyors. are working in the 
valley. Years ago a line was sur- 
veyed from a point below Beaumnent 
through the’ Palo Verde Valley to 
Parker, but this was abandoned. It 
is not unlikely that at some future 


;time the Southern Pacific may extend 


its branch from Laguna to the Blythe 
estate and possibly to Parker to open 
the mining and agricultural lands 
tributary to the Colorado River, but 
it is not considered probable that it 
plans to build to San Diego as ru- 
mored.

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Jan. 6.—Instead 
of being a burden upon the farmers of 
the Salt River Valley it is very proba- 
ble that Salt River Valley Water 
Users Association will make money 
from the Salt River irrigation scheme 
and the Roosevelt dam. The United

The origina] idea contemplated the 
utilization 6f a large amount of water 
power for generating electricity. This 


in turn would be used in pumping wa-} 


ter to further expand the productive 
Grea of the Salt River Valiey. 

These plans have been very 
amplified, and now instead of the 4000 
or 5000 of horse power that at first was 
considered, Engineer Hil! gives abso- 
lute assurance that at least 26,000 
horse power will be developed, and 
adds that there is a possibility of se- 
curing 20 per cent. beyond, this enor- 
— amount. 

power company at Wickenbu 
has already contracted to supply 1500 
horse power to several mining com- 
panies for a five-year period, at the 
rate of $150 per horse power per an- 
mum. It is thought that 15,000 horse 
power could be obtained within «4 
redius of twenty miles of that town. 

Within forty miles of Reosevelt and 
the transmission Mine which connects 
Roosevelt with Phoenix, lie copper dis- 
tricts of Globe and Kelvin, two of the 
greatest in the Southwest. Here fuel 
is hard to get and cheap power is 
eagerly desired. _Of the power devel- 
oped by the projected system, fully 
20,000 horse power eventually will be 
available for sale for mechanical uses, 
If sold at $75 a r per horse ower, 
half the Wickenbur price, it would 
mean a gross reve of $1,500,000 a 
year, enough to pay for the Roosevelt 
dam, and all of the Salf River Valley 
works within ‘four years. 

BIG PROFITS. 

The original plan, te which the 
farmers Lave bound themselves. pro- 
vides that they shall pay for the works 
in ten equal annual instaliménts, be- 
ginning on the date of the completion 
of the dam. From the above figures 
it is evident that if the power plans 
materialize as now appears assured, 
the signers of this contract are likel) 
to receive an income of something like 
20 per cent. per annum on their in- 
preg after the dam.has been paid 
or. 

Some of this pewer already has been 
contracted for. The Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company of Phoenix, through 
a deal which involved the transfer of 
two power plants along the Arizona 
canal, will have a right to 2000 horse 
power, sold the company for a period 
of ten years at the rate of 1% cents 
per kilowatt hour. 

The Interior Depart t turned over 
to the Reclamation ice an appro- 
priation. of $500,000 made by Congress 
for the establishment of a pumping 
plant system for the Pima Indians.

POWER TO SPARE. 

Of.course the whole amount of pow- 
er will not be available and the ma- 
Ghinery for its creation not be 
Installed for a number of years to 
come, but very soon at the Roosevelt 
dam a total of 7200 horse power will 
be ready for utilization. The neces- 
sary electrical machinery is- already 
in place at that point, the transnis- 
sion line has been built and wires 
Stretched clear through to Phoenix. 
Of this initial power supply about 4000 
horse power its still unappropriated, 
while three-fourths of the power set 
aside for the Indians and for valley 
pumping plants will not be needed for 
several years to come. 

The question of disposing of this 
power was considered at a meeting 
yesterday of the board of governors 
of the Salt River Mg oA Water Users’ 
Association, and it was decided that 
ft is the sense of the board that all 
power developed and generated by 
works connected with the Salt River 
project, over and above the demands 
for the purpose of the association, be 
leased by the government upon the 
best possible terms. 

This decision is understood to pave 


the way to the advantageous sale of |. 


the surplus power to mining compa- 
nies at and near Globe. and tn the 
Keivin neighborhood, which are bid- 
Ging for large quantities of power. 
The Roosevelt power dams will soon 
add about 700 horse power, generated 
at worke on the Arizona eanal, and 
about 1500 horse power at a new 
power plant to be installed a short 
distance below the Granite Reef dam, 
on the south side of the river, where 
the supply canal drops into the Con- 
eolidated canal.

IS AROUSED.| 


Salt ‘River Irrigation Plans 
Are Enlarged. 


Great Power Plants Will Pay 
Big Dividends. 


Electricity to Be Farmer's 
Handy Man. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
PHOENIX (Ariz.) Jan. 6—Instead 
of being a burden upon the farmers of 
the Salt River Valley it is very proba- 
ble that Salt River Valley Water 
Users Association will make money 
from the Salt River irrigation scheme 
and the Roosevelt dam. The United 
States Reclamation Service is spend- 
ing about $6,000,000 at Roosevelt and 
around Phoenix in building a gigantic 
_ Water storage dam, and new canals 
and laterals with necessary head- 
gates. 
The origina) idea contemplated the 
utilization of a large amount of water 
power for generating electricity. This 


in turn would be used in pumping wa- |. 


ter to further expand the productive 
area of the Salt River Valley. 


These plans have been very much’ 


amplified, and now instead of the 4000 
or 5000 of horse power that at first was 
considered, Engineer Hill gives abso- 
luté assurance that at least 26,000 
horse power will be developed, and 
adds that there is a possibility of se- 
curing 20 per cent. beyond, this enor- 
mous amount. 

A power company at Wicken 
has already contracted to supply 
horse power to several mining com- 
panies for a five-year period, at the 
rate of $150 per horse power per an- 
mum. It is thought that 15,000 horse 
power could be obtained within «6 
redius of twenty miles of that town. 

Within forty niles of Roosevelt and 
the transmission Nne which connects 
Rooseveit with Phoenix, lie copper dis- 
tricts of Globe and Kelvin, two of the 
greatest in the Southwest. Here fuel 
is hard to get and cheap power is 
eagerly desired. Of the power devel- 
oped by the projected system, fully 
20,000 horse power eventually will be 
available for sale for mechanical uses, 
If sold at $75 a r per horse ower, 
half the Wickenburg price, it would 
mean a@ gross revenue of $1,500,000 a 
year, enough to pay for the Roosevelt 
dam, and all of the Saif River Valley 
works within four years. 

BIG PROFITS. 

The original plan, te which the 
farmers Lave bound themselves. pro- 
vides that they sha!! pay for the works 
in ten equal annual instaliménts, be- 
ginning on the date of the completion 
of the dam. From the above figures 
it is evident that if the power plans 
materialize as now appears assured, 
the signers of this contract are likel) 
to receive an income of something like 
20 per cent. per annum on. their in- 
++ ore after the dam.has been paid 
or. 

Some of this power already has been 
contracted for. The Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company of Phoenix, through 
a deal which involved the transfer of 
two power plants along the Arizona 
canal, will have a right to 2000 hotse 
power, sold the company for a period 
of ten years at the rate of 1% cents 
per kilowatt hour.

POWER TO SPARE. 

Of. course the whole amount of pow- 
er will not be available and the ma- 
ghinery for its creation yill not be 
‘Installed for a number of years to 
come, but very soon at the Roosevelt 
Gam a total of 7200 horse power will 
be ready for utilization. The neces- 
sary electrical machinery is- already 
in place at that point, the tranenis- 
glen fine has been built and wires 

stretched clear through to Phoenix. 
Of this initial power supply about 4000 

rse power itis still unappropriated, 
while three-fourths of the power set 
aside for the Indians and for valley 
pumping plants will not be needed for 
several years to come. 

The question of disposing of this 
power was considered at a meeting 
yesterday of the board of governors 
of the Salt River Valley Water Users’ 
Association, and it was decided. that 
ft is the sense of the board that all 
power developed and generated by 
works connected with the Salt River 

oject, over and above the demands 
or the purpose of the association, be 
leased by the government upon the 
best possible terms. | 

This decision is understood to pave 
the way to the advantageous sale of 
the surplus power to mining: compa- 
nies at and near Globe, and in the 
Keivin neighborhood, which are bid- 
@ing for large quantities of power. 
The Roosevelt power dams will soon 
add about 700 horse power, generated 
at works on the Arizona canal, and 
about 1599 horse power at a new 
power plant-to be installed a short 
distance below the Granite Reef dam, 
on the south side of the river, where 
the supply canal drops into the Con- 
solidated canal. 

Other power works have been pro- 
fected at three dams across Salt 
River, above the Verde, 10,500 horse 
power; at the Chandler drop over the 
mesa, above the Tempe canal, 1906 
horse power, and at the end of a new 
canal from the Arizona 
canal near ‘“‘Hole-in-the-Rock.” drop- 
ping into the Grand canal, 4500 horse 
power; at'a point where the Maricopa 
canal will be supplied from the Grand 
canal, 390 horse power. This is all 
without reference to any works that 
may eventually be established in the 
Verde Valley, where water storage 
will some day be accomplished in the 
Same manner as on Salt River, and 
where nearly as much power may be 
generated. 

These ficvures are the result of care- 
ful estimates made by capable irriga- 
tion and mechanical engineers, men 
who know what they are talking 
about, and are very far from viston- 


ary. When only a part of the plans 
are wor'ed out it can be seen very 
readily that power will be an asset 


of tremendous value to Phoenix and 


{ts surrounding country, and that 
prarticnily every wheel of_ industry 
ean be turned at minimum cost. At

1453 Bellevue avenue, was, during the 
revolutionary period of 1849, a close 
friend of Richard Wagner: and she 
tells, with a clear memory, of the 
break between Wagner and her uncle, 
Alderman Hilzschoid, of Dresden, a 
well-known cTitie of the tinie. 

During the revolutionary years, I 
took refuge with my uncle. Alderman 
Hilzechold, who had fied from Dres- 
den to Zurich, Switzerland,” says Mrs. 
Dietsch, “and among the large num- 
ber of German fugitives from the re- 
actionary powers were many famous 
intellectual men. One of the first of 
these celebrities whom I met at our 

was, Richard Wagner, who fre- 
quently plAyed to my uncle's accom- 
paniments. 

“The Wagners dwelt, at firet, inea 
small rented apartment on the ‘Feit- 
weg, and Mina Wagner, Richard Wag- 
ners first wife, had taken great pains 
to create a pleasant homé for her hus- 
band. I retain in memory Frau Wag- 
mer as the ideal of a true German 
woman, who made no endeavor to 
make herself prominent, but yet won 
the hearts of all her acquaintances by 
her uncommon loveliness and amiabii- 
ity. A year or so after my arrival 
the Wagners moved into the Viila 
Wesendonk, which was charmingly 
situated on the Lake of Zurich. We 
lived on the opposite shore, and it af- 
forded the families pleasure to 
pay visits by boat. 

“One. day remaing very clear in my 
memory. My uncle had planned a 
Walk in the country, and, as in those 
Gays there was no telephone, I gladly 
@rasped the opportunity of rowing

“Man’s duty to man. James Russell 
Lowell, in a poem foreword to ‘How 
the Other Half Lives,” has made a 
clear picture of man's duty to his 
brother. The ‘color line’ is given by 
Florence Earle Coates in a poem, 
‘Man. The creatures of the wild, 
Bayard Taylor, in a poem, “Told to 
a Child,” a traveler in a terrible storm 
takes shelter in a nook between a fir 
bough and a rock; a wild animal also 
takes refuge there; they warmed each 
other, and in the morning. each went 
his way unharmed, the eyes of each 
said ‘brother.’ 

“Now for the duty of an E. and A. 
poet to the world of the tame: First, 
think of a little girl born with a hap- 
py, happy heart and dancing feet, and 
—oh my! her papa was a minister: no 
dancing, you see. Think of all that 
music; no, her fingers were not shaped 
for the violin, and not very well fér 
piano; and her voice was just ordinary. 
Wasn't she glad when she léarned. to 
read and found sane “poetry books’ 
in her papa’s library. And then the 
day when she discovered that she 
could write In musical numbers! Well, 
she was borm:on the frontier wilds; 
not a neighbor near. The forests were 
near, and peopled with wild creatures, 
especially wolves-—big, hungry wolves 
that soon learned it was so much 
easier to ‘swipe’ a lamb or other small 
creature from the farm than to forage 
afield for food.

If a girl wishes to become a doctor 
or a lawyer or a professor, a college 
education will, of course, be of mate- 
rial edvantage. For giris in easy cir- 
cumstances, too, #& gives occupation 
for four years. . 

Tt may be argued and truly, that the 
four years college training does count 
for something with all giris. for it 
gives them splendid mental training, 
but a thorough business course, or 
a thorough study of music or art or 
reading of classie diterature will give 
similar mental training. 

It is better for the average girl after 
finishing the high school coyrse, to 
turn her attention to perfecting her- 
self in some of the homely arts of 
housekceping. 

During next month hundreds of girls 
will graduate from the high schools, 
and for this reason this little chat 
upon the subject of higher education 
is quite apropos. 

The average girl will have use every 
day of her life for the lessons learned 
in the art of housekeeping, for tn the 
order of things this is woman's natural 
sphere.

THE MOIRS OF A FAILURE. By Danie) 
Wright Kittridge. U. P. James, Cincinnati. 
(Price, $1.33.) 


“The Memoirs of a Falture,” is a book 
whose worth does not lie so much in 
ite intrinsic value as in its promise. 
It is @ sympathetic account of a not 
rure type of decadent writer, and a sur- 
vey of his rather fantastic manuscript. 
The character of Dunlevy which Mr. 
Kittridge has drawn in an awed, mystic 
fashion, ie &@ man whose prototype can 
be found in many of the large cities. 
He is not at all the unusual, eccentric 
and sui generis writer that the author 
would have us believe. He symbolises 
a type rather than an individual; he 
is not an exception, but an example. 
However, Mr. Kittridge looks upon him:« 
as a strange and extraordinary indi- 
vidual. who had little in common with 
other human beings. As a matter of 
fact, Dunievy was but a shrinking. un- 
companionabie, unfortunate, solitary, 
morbid drunkard with a talent for writ- 
ing. During my years at Harvard, 
Dunlevy went to Harvard, too, I met 
several such men, but none of the ones 
T met lived at Beck Hall, as did Dun- 
levy. Such men do not live in dormi- 
tories. they live in Boston or lower 
Tremont street. 

The book first tells of Dunlevy at 
the University of Virginia. (Did Mr. 
Kittridge select the University of Vir- 
ginia because of Poe?) Here we learn 
of an unfortunate love affair which 
drove him from the South Next we 
find Dunlevy at Harvard drinking san- 
garee copiously, and perpetuating the 
aloofness of his career at Charilotts- 
ville. Then follows a detached, non-se-

More over, he is under 
contract to Charles Frohman to de- 
liver a play by September of next 
year, and since the warm sun of tie 
Riviera inspires the man of letters, 
the production of next autumn should 
spring into being amid the happy sur- 
roundings of the vines and the roses 
and the prickly cactus of the Cote 
d’Azur, instead of the grubby London 
fog. Of the play itself, Henry Arthur 
Jones hasn't much to say so far. It 
is to be a strong play, a_ typical 
“Jones” play, a play of human intet- 
est, of the conflict of emotions. There 
is a big woman's part in it, and the 
woman has to be found. But where? 
Perhaps Frohman has an idea. 

Then Jones has handed yet another 
manuscript to Charies Frohman; a 
bright, breezy, little comedy—the 
author threatens to call it a farce— 
full of good acting parts, full of fun, 
genuine fun, not mere knock-about 
stuf This comes out in America 
early in the spring, and in London 
later in the year; once more the dra- 
matist favors your side of the water. 
The leading part is an amusing fellow, 
always getting into trouble, and get- 
ting out of it, heaven knows how. 
Jones crosses the Atlantic for its pro- 
duction immediately upon his return 
from his present trip. 

His latest play, “Dolly Reforming 
flerself,” is still running at the Hay- 
sarket to good business. As you per- 
haps know the play contains a moral 
that -is especially applicable at th 
time of the year. Just such good rea- 
olutions and turning over of new 
leaves as “Dolly” of Jones's play im- 
po upon herself are filling the 
minds of many, many women in real 
life as January the first approaches. 
And the vast majority of them will be 
broken just as surely as Dolly's were.

San Francisco is one of 
the greatest depots for the handling of 
building lumber in the world. Sup- 
piies of tiraber come from near there, 
as compared with conditions down here.

For 
less expensive structures, hollow til- 
ing is available, and this is now being 
made in.such a way that the effect is 
as artistic 9s could be accomplished by 
any use of wooden building material.

PLANT EGYPTIAN COTTON. 


Experiment Will Be Made at Corcoran. 
H. J. Whitley Imports Large Con- 
signment of Seeds. 

H. J. Whitley, president of the Se- 
curity Land and Loan Company, has 
imported direct from Egypt a large 
consignment of seeds, including the 
famous long-fibered variety of cotton 
that grows so luxuriantly in the Nile 
Valley. The cotton seed will be planted 
in the Corcoran district. It has been 
demonstrated that the climatic and 
soll conditions of Corcoran are fa- 
vorable to the growth of cotton. If re- 
sults prove as expected. a large and 
important industry will develop at 
Corcoran.

ONDON CITY IN 
STATE OF CHAOS. 


|NO LESS THAN 292 SEPARATE 
BODIES NEEDED. 


LONDON, Dec. 19.—Loecal govern- 
ment here is to be drastically reformed 
and reorganized if the present Liberal 
government has its way, and as & mat- 


been put forward by the London Lib- 
eral members of Parliament, there is 
little opposition to it from the Con- 
servative side, so that it is likely to be 


before it, as a non-conservative meas- 
ure. London’ is in need of reformation 
and reorganization, for greater chaos 
in the name of government probably 
does not exist anywhere in the world. 
The county of London is all that I pro- 
pose to consider here, although ‘‘Great-

The county of London measures six- 
teen miles from t to west, and about 
twelve miles north to south. Its 
population is 4.755.000. To govern this 
= of people there are no fewer than 

yey te authorities, and none of 
aad control of the police. This is 
vested in a commissioner appointed by 
the national government. 

The greatest of all the governing 
bodies is, of course, the London Coun- 
ty Council, which exercises a general 
supervisio nover the whole of the area, 
but there are many things which it 
cannot touch at present. Then there is 
the Court of Common Council of the 
old city of London, the Couwneil of the 
city of Westminster, and twenty-eight 
Metropolitan borough councils. 
County Counc! and the borough coun- 
cils are doing much the same work 
in many respects, and their officials are 
always overlappl each other. The 
poor law is administered by thirty-one 
Boards of Guardians, and in the old 
| city, in addition to the Common Coun- 
‘cli, there are 112 .vestries and 114 
| boards of overseers whose duties would 
be performed much better by the cen- 
tral authority. The Metropolitan Water 
Board governs the water supply of the 
whole area, and a large outlying dis- 
trict, and the Thames and the Lea, 
of which flow through the city, are 
the hands of bodies known as Con- 
servancies. The Metropolitan Asylums 
boy Board performs the duties indicated by 

its name. 
| The new proposal is practically to en- 
‘large and glorify the County Council 
and make it the supreme governing! 
body for London. The present County 
ic ouncil has 137 members, and the new 
body which «ill be the Municipal 
'Counct! of London will have 200 mem- 

| bers. The borough councils will be re- 
| tained, but they will be shorn of all 
their powers, and will be made merely 
‘executive committees of the Municipal 
| Council, to administer fits local work. 
The Municipal Council will be the only 
|} body baving any power to levy a tax. 
This alone will be a great réform, for 
all the bodies mentioned levy their own 
local ‘taxes, and the rates vary in the 
differe:t districts" of London. Some- 
times a an living on one side of a 
street pays at @ rate twice as high as 
the man on the other side, who ts tn 
a different borough, or even a differ- 
ent parish of the same borough. If the 
new scheme is adopted there will be 
one uniform tax rate over all London. 

The boards of guardians, vestries and 
boards of overseers are to be abolished 
altogether, and their work will be 
taken over by the borough councils, 
which will be required to submit an 
estimate of their expenditure every 
year to the Central Council, which may 
accept it or reduce it as it pleases. 
The borough councils will have no 
power, as at present, to control the 
streets, or to prevent the construction 
of tramways. They will be unable to 
Indulge in municipal trading and all 
such existing activities will be taken 
over by the new council. 

The work of the Metropolitan Asy- 
lums Board which cares for the sick. 
Insane and the helpless children, will 
also be taken over and administered by 
a committee of the new Municipal 
Council. The Metropolitan Water 
Board will not be interfered with. as 
its jurisdiction covers a much larger 
area than the county of London, and 
the river conservancies are already he- 
ing dealt with by a bill now before 
Parliament, which sets up a new 
thority to govern the port of London. 

There is a strong movement. however, 
to secure for the new council the con- 
trol of the police. It is felt to be an 
anomaly that London alone has no 
control over her police force, while 
every other city In the kingdom and 
every rural county has. This condition 
is a survival of the time.when it was 
feared that the citizens might use 
their power to intimidate Parliament.

SIGNIFICANCE OF SURVEY. 

Many people possibly do not know 
what a magnetic survey is and why 
the observations are taken or what 
they are taken for. It may be ex- 
plained that the magnetic ‘north pole 
and the true north pole are not iden- 
tical and that the magnetic north does 
Che come spect the 

e. 

Vessels at sea travel largely by the 
compass, supplementing this by log 
and sextant when they can get a look 
at the sun or stars, which is not al- 
ways. As the vessel moves over the 
wide ocean spaces the compass varies 
so that the magnetic north, which 
controls the compass, is seldom or 
never the true. north. 

The charts show roughly what the 
variation of the compess is in the va- 
rious latitudes and longitudes. But the 
observations have not been numerous 
enough to make the charts accurate. 
Also part of the observations on which 
the charts are based are made from 
land stations, and these nearly always 
introduce some fresh disturbance of 
the needle. 

In fact on the traveled route from 
Seattle to Alaska there ts one spot 
that is more disturbing than the mag- 


netic pole itself. This is due to some’ 


mountains of magnetic iron ore on the 
coast. If sailors did not know of the 
particular danger spot the variation of 
the compass there would be enough to 
throw the ship on the rocks. 

PLAN OF UNDERTAKING. 

It has been the business of the Car- 
negie Inetitufion to scatter reliable ob- 
servers all over the surface of the 
globe, except, of course, in the civil- 
ized sections of Europe, where they 
have good observers at work ali the 
time. These European stations, by the 
way, appreciate the work the iustitu- 
tion ts doting and cotjperate with it in 
every way. 

It is thought that the sur- 
vey of the world can be completed in 
about fifteen years. It is only a big 
and rich organization that could ‘un- 
dertake such a task.

THE ORIGIN OF “GUAYULE.” 

It is commonly believed that “Guay. 

ule” is of voluntary origin. It vege- 
tates abundantly in rocky, Ume soil, 
especially where there are many 
springs in the mountains; it grows in 
patches covering small and extensive 
areas, which .are universally inter- 
rupted by other vegetation. It is 
found only at an altitude ranging from 
4000 feet to 8000 feet above the sea 
level. The area of its known vegeta- 
tion is from the frontier States of 
Northern Mexico to the extreme south- 
ern part of some of the Southern 
States of Mexico, as well as in certain 
parts of the United States where the 
same altitude and conditions of soil 
are to be found as in Mexico. 

Like many other plants and trees, 

“Guayule” usually buds only in the 
spring, but it frequently flowers from 


April to November, ac ing to the 
altitude, the number of mountain 
springs and the amount of rainfall;

or pale yellow. 

The scrub tree, “Guayule,” belongs 
to the “sunflower” family (Compositae) 
and is scientifically known as ‘‘Parthe- 
nium Argentatum.” 

It is commonly believed that “Guay- 
Wie” grows abundantly in various 
parts of the United States, where the 
soil, climatic conditions and altitude 
are the same age where the trees grow 
in Mexico. It grows in extensive areas 
in Southwestern Texas, especially in

acre. The State was beseiged with 
buyers for the valuable little trees, but 
n> disposition could be made by the 
land commissioner until the Legisia- 
ture authorized him to act. Finally 
in September, 1907, the commissioner,’ 
legally authorized, sold to the highest 
bidder all the “Guayule” on State 
lands. A company of San Antonio 
capitalists secured the coveted trees 
for $68,000, that sum being the high- 
est amount bid. They at once erected 
a large factory at Marathon, Texas, a 
small town on the Southern Pacific 
mot far from the Mexican 


“Guayule” is found in small 
in New Mexico and Arizona. It is 
known to cattlemen in Idaho, Nevada, 
Utah and Montana as “gumalastic 
tree,” and it is claimed that there are 
large areas not far from the Snake 
River, in Idaho, covered with it. 

“Guayule” must have been - 
ered “wood” by the early miners of 
Mexico; they used it extensively as 
fuel, it is highly combustible and gives 
forth a great amount of heat, and it 
was just the thing for heating their 
ovens and for refining their metals; 
they considered themselves fortunate 
when their “diggins’ happened to be 
near enough to a “Guayule” patch to 
avail themselves of its use.

RAILROAD EMPLOYEES AND THEIR RELATION TO THE SAFETY 
_OF THE TRAVELING PUBLIC. 


HE abuse of the power of the 
railway brotherhoods in their 
relation to safety, or, rather, 
their interference with the disciplinary 
measures of railway managements, has 
@ very direct bearing on the question 
of the safe and expeditious handling 
of traffic.” 

This statement te made tn an articlk 
on “Safety” in the December issue of 
the Santa Employé’s Magazine 
written by a prominent member of 
one of the railroad brotherhoods and is 
the third of a series on the same sub- 
ject. The name of the author will not 
be disclosed until the last article ap- 
pears. The articles are a strong in- 
dictment of the present attitude of the 
brotherhoods upon the subject of safe- 


ty. 

The writer, who believes that the 
time {ts fast approaching when the 
American public will call the operat- 
ing employés to account for the lax 
way in which they are discharging 
their duties to the traveling public, 


says: 
“I may be mistaken, but it does seem 
to me that the American people are go- 


’ {ng to look more and more every r 


to the individual employé, inst of 
to the railway companies, in placing 
the blame for disastrous wrecks. ere 
are many men who are conversant 
with the numerical strength of the rail- 
way brotherhoods who are saying to 
themselves and to others, ‘You brother- 
hood men, with your vast 
ef organized members, covering terri- 
tory stretching from the Bay of Fun- 
dy to the Golden Gate, and from Alas- 
ke to the Panama, what are you doing‘ 
What have vou done in the pest to 
prevent accidents or to assure us that 
the safety of loved ones we intrust to 
you has had and will have the vigt- 
lant care and attention that the unity 
of the brotherhoods can give, if it 


One reason for the apparent lack ment 


of interest of the men and of the broth- 
erhoods in the problem of safe opera- 
tion, he says, is the fact that there has 
been a sort of impression that this was 
a matter for the railway managements 
to attend to. Im ali t writer's ¢ex- 
perience he does not remember of the 
subject of safety ever having been 
brought up in the meetings of the 
brotherhood. 


The statement ts made that many 
operating employés have a greater re- 
spect for the powers of their organi- 
zations than for a conscientious atten- 
tion to duty which the companies have 


servance of the rules, 
with the attitude of their organization 
in fighting for disciplined members, 
and this necessarily touches cogently 
upon safety. 

“Officials are well aware, and broth- 
erhood men well know, that these 
conditions exist, and that they vary, 
too, according to the conservative 
methods employed by the different or- 
ganizations—but we all know that they 
do exist to a greater or less extent 
in all of them. And yet brotherhood 
men, through ea .mistaken sense of 
loyalty or fealty to their order, re- 
fuse to admit; except to other mem- 
bers, that such things are done. I be- 
lieve that it is a very serious abuse 
of power, and one that does not ad- 
vance the interests of organized labor 
on railw , and which also has the 
grave tendency of blocking the. proper 
enforcement of disciplinary measures, 
which, after all -is said and done, 
means a certain measure of protection 
for these self same brotherhood men. 

“When railway brotherhoods place 
the bright shining jewel of consistency

The grinding down of the 
workingman by his sordid and merci- 
less employer can no longer be charged 
if we accept the statements made in 
McClure’s magazine by Burton J. 
Hendricks, under the significant title, 
“The Superannuated Man.” Mr. Hen- 
Gricks prefaces his article by calling 
attention to the fact that the Inter- 
national Harvester Company has re- 
cently adopted a systematic plan for 

sioning its superannuated 
loyees. This was done by a simple 
vote of its board of directors and the 
action suddenly chapged the outlook 
on life of more than 
thousand American workingmen, . 
writer adds: 

In making this tmportant move the 
harvester company has simply followed 
the head of many other large employers 
of labor. One of the most significant 
developments of the last ten years 
has been the adoption of pension plans 
by more than seventy great corpora- 
tions. This is one of the most tangible 
ways in which ,wage-earners have 
profited from the country’s recent in- 
dustrial prosperity. In 1898 the pen- 
sion idea was practically foreign in 
this country; now it is very much in 
the air. In that year only one railroad, 
the. Baltimore and Ohio, systematic- 
ally granted retirement allowances; 
since 189%, eighteen lines, representing 
one-third of the ratiway mileage of 
this country, have adopted automatic 
pension schemes. Ten years ago almost 
none of America’s great industrial 
corporations regularly made provision 
for their old men; now the largest do 
so, or have at preesnt plans under way 
to that end. 

There are two significant features 
to this growing system of pensioning 


nd}the worthy employé, The conspicuous 


concerns adopting the tdea are those 
most condemned as devotees of “piti- 
less commercialism.” The Standard Ot! 
Company has generously treated its 
inactive men since 1908; {t retires them 
on half pay at the age of 65 and on 
quarter pay at 70. Since 1903 many of 
the subsidiary companies forming the 
United States Steel corporation have 
granted pensions, and the directors 
have now under consideration a plan, 
which will probably become effective 
next year, for an automatic pension 
scheme affecting all their 200,000 em- 
ployés. Mr. Hendricks also points out 
that the un ular powder trust, 
whose president was obliged to drop 
out of the Republican national cam- 


enced | paign, retires at fair wages its su- 


perannuated men. 

The pensicn system of the Pennsy!i- 
vania Rallroad applies to every man, 
from the humblest workman in the 
shops to the president. This enor- 
mous force is a huge democracy, with 
a system of employment, promotion, 
and retirement that works automatic- 
ally. The central] idea is to hold the 
force intact, to prevent those con- 
stant changes in personnel that de- 
moralize so many institutions, and to 
get out of this force the most effi- 
clent and conscientious work. The 
company never engages & man except 
with the expectation of advancing him.

Thus no 
employé, however humbl¢é ‘his station, 


ever regards himself as side-tracked, 
but works tn’ the expectation of pro- 
motion, and is constantly qualifying 
himself for the position just ahead. 

The Pennsylvania is regarded by ex- 
perts as the most perfectly organized 
railroad system in the world. It does 
not hire a man over 35 years of age, 
but every employé fs in the line of pro- 
motion and is penstoned at 70.

Annual Convention in Session at 
First Baptist Church—Delegate 
from Porto Rice Will Speak This 
Afternoon—Korean Missionaries te 
Talk to Presbyterians on Tuesday.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—The propo- 
sition of Presidént-elect. Taft that a 
new bureau of porations should be 
formed for the pose of handling all 
the relations Rhe. government with 
interstate commMerée corpofations, is a 
result of his knowledge that present 
methods are not conducive to the 
prompt settlement of the legal ques- 
tions constantly arising. Under pres- 
ent methods of conducting cases at law 
the delays that are invoked serve only 
the purposes.of the rich man, who is 
able to Snduré-long waiting for de- 
cisions, - milftate against the poor 
man, wWhe.needs a decision at the 
earliest possible moment. 

The plan for the bureau @f corpora- 
tions, as Outlined, will make the Inter- 
state Compérce-Commission a quasi- 
judicial bedy; give the bureau of cor- 
porations jeriediction over all corpora- 
tions; he tiie. bureau prepare all 
cases [er Drokecution ‘and present them 
to the Interstate. Commerce Commis- 
sion; burean of the Depart- 
ment of Jtetice, Which shall assist in 
the preparation of these cases; and 
providé fof close scrutiny of rates, 
methods of operation and accounts, but 
not. attempt Federal licensing. 

Such » arrangement will restrict 
the activities of the Intéretate Com- 
merce Commission and is «aid not be 
received with much favor by that 
body. The suggestion is, however, in 
line with the recommendation of Sec- 
retary Strauss of. the Department of 
Commeree and Labor, in his annual re- 
port, wherein he pointed out the need 
of some central body which would have 
the right with corporations and 
combinationg’. “It ie becoming more 
and mo Seeretary Strauss 
says, * t the work of the govern- 
ment in regulating corporations should 
not be directed at the mere existence 
of the corporation iteelf as such, should 
deal rather with the way in which the 
are used, so as to 
prevent as as pessible the misuse 
of these great..if@ustrial forees. Only 
such combinations as are formed for 
wrongful purposes should be brought 
under the condemnation of the law. It 
fie useless to ignore the operations of 
economic law that have brought about 
the present concentration in business. 
There should be a definite system of 
active, tive supervision and regu- 
lation h an administrative office. 
Such a system has the supreme hdvan- 
tage that it gets at results’ by co- 
operation rather than opposition. It is 
constructive, not destructive.” 

It is not, of course, to be regarded as 
certain that Congress will give Presi- 
dent Taft all the legislation he asks 
for. Certain constitutional and prac- 
tical objections are sure to arise and it 
is not at all improbable the influential 
corporations will exert themselves to 
reuse opposition and create obstacles in 
Congress. It is always easy to find

HOW DISAPPOINTED.

his administrative evolutions and in 
all things he has done to attract com- 
ment, both favorable and unfavorable, 
because of his personal policy, he has 
devoted to the betterment of 
the American people in their purely 
domestic affairs.

SMYRNA BULB TRADE. 


About Three Million Annually Ex- 
ul Farm Started 
on Top of a Mountain. 


Consul-General Ernest L. Harris 
states that bulb-growing promises to 
become a profitable business in the 
Smyrna district of Asiatic Turkey, as 
the following details show: 

Two firms are now doing a good 
business in collecting the various 
kinds of bulbs that are native to the 
plains and highlands of Asia Minor, 
and shipping them to foreign coun- 
tries. Together they export about 3,- 
000.000 annually. The collecting is 
done by bulb hunters who travel all 
over the country for this purpose. An 
experiment was made in the plains 
near Smyrna to grow bulbs, but it 
was found that the heat stunted their 
growth, and as much as $3000 was 
lost in the attempt. One of the firms 
referred to collects and exports direct; 
the other has created a bulb farm on 
the top of Nymph Mountain, near 
Smyrna, at an altitude of 4200 feet, 
and it is found that bulbs flourish here 
fully as well as in their native regions. 
It has been found extremely difficult 
to guard this farm against the dep- 
redations of wild boars, which are 
found in numbers among the moun- 
tains that skirt the coast of Asia 
Minor.

Mayor Harper to Start Race

Much interest is being manifested tn 
the Marathon race which is to be held 
at the Shrine Auditorium on the night 
of February 22, under the auspices of 
the Los Angeles Athietic Club, and 
with the sanction of the A.A.U. The

Mayor Harper has consented to act 
as starter and his family will be the 
guests of the Los Angeles Athletic 
Club. Charlies Eyton is promoting the 
race for the L.A.A.C., and he intends 
to have it well ma in every par- 
ticular. George W. Braden, chairman 
of the local commission of the A.A.U,, 
will be the referee. Other officials wilj 
be J. B. Franklin of the LAA.C.; 
Charles Eyton, De Witt Van Court, 
Dean Cromwell of U.8.C., Ralph Noble 
of Los Angeles High School, and 
Coach Gorton of Occidental College. 

The track that will be constructed 
for the race in Shrime Auditorium 
have twelve or thirten laps to the mile, 
aceording to the width that is decided 
upon. track in Madison Square 
Garden, where several exciting Mara- 
thon races have been held, is one-tenth 
of a mile in circumference. 

Full plane for the race are to be 
formulated this week. The scoring of 
the runners will be one of the most 
difficult tasks connected with the race.

HUNTING GROUND. 


Search for Quail Is Successful and 
Many Coveys of Birds Are Found. 
Roads in Lower California Pro- 
nounced Excellient—Auto Can Go 
Anywhere, it Is Declared. 


Down into the wilds of Lower Cali- 
fornia in an automobile, traveling 
miles and miles over splendid roads 
made by nature, H. 0. Harrison, jocal 
Oldsmobile agent, and F. L. du Broy 
of the Olds factory, took a party the 
early part of last week un a long hunt- 
ing trip. They returned Thursday 
night with t bags of quail, after 
}an exciting hunt. 

Leaving San Diego early Wednesday 
morning Harrison took with him HH. 
Harbaugh, a crack shot: G. Wiseman, 
&. McKee, and H. Rockwood. They 
used a big Oldsmobile touring car 
which Harrison had driven from Los 
Angeles, and after passing some time 
at Tia Juana, where the necessary 
steps to secure hunting privileges in 
Mexico were taken, the party drove 
over the line, and turned the nose of 
the car into the wilds. 

They motored almost to Ensenada 
and made several detours into the hill« 
in search of game. They found quail 
everywhere and several stops were 
made to try the birds. Harrison was 
high man during the day's hunt, but 
Harbaugh scored the better average, as 
he did not waste as many shells as 
the Los Angeles autoist. 

The trip was an impromptu hent, 
and was only arranged after Harrison 
and Du Broy reached San Diego. Har- 
rixcon and Harbaugh used 16-gauge 
guns, the others used 12-gauge, Soon 
after crossing the line they found many 
coveys of quail, and the birds were 
plentiful during the seventy-mile run 
into Mexican territory. 

The roads were excellent. ‘The Olds 
traveled the stage route course be- 
tween Ensenada and Tia Juana, and 
the surface of the road ‘is ba asa 
rock, Jn thig country, where the rains 
are scarce, the roade are much like 
those found in the vicinity of Dag. .tt. 

Through many miles of country cov- 
ered with nothing but sagebrush the 
autoists traveled in the quest for game, 
and they found what they sought. All 
were agreeably og eye at the excel- 
lent conditions of the highways. Har- 
rison deciares that it is an easy day's 
ride into the hunting country beyond 
the lime. He found no difficulty in 
driving to the outskirts of Ensenada 
before noon of Wednesday. 

The roads in Lower California, Har- 
rison asserts, are excellent for auto- 
mobile driving, and he says that it 
would be possible to drive almost to 
the extreme southern point of the pen- 
insula on the highways. Even Where 
no road has been laid out the surface 
of the soll is such that an automobile 
can be driven in safety.

Acetylene. Shells for German Navy. 

Experiments are now being carried out on German 
warships with acetyiene shells, which it is believed will 
take the place of the electric searchlight used hitherto 
These shells contain calcium-carbide, and 
the water can reach it through a tube. The shells are 
fired by a gun built specially for the purpose. On be- 
ing fired the shell goes under water and then rises to 
the surface, and the action of the water upon the cal- 
the acetylene light. Each shell 
is said to have 3000 candle power and will burn for three 
hours. The great drawback of the ordinary searchlight 
is that, although it affords some protection from the 
unobserved approach of torpedo boats, it vet makes the 
warship using tt an excellent target. The new acetylene 
shell referred to will have the great advantage of light- 
ing up a given space, while the vessel that fires it wil! 


be left 1n darkness.—f London Globe.

LAND OF THE MIKADO. 
THE NEW MOVEMENTS THAT ARE GO-

From Our Own Correspondent, 


OKIO (Japan.)—Come, fly with me across the PBa- 
cific and take a birdseye view of the little Yellow 
Giant 


of the other side of the globe. We 
shall look at him as stands on his island em- 
pire, off the coast of East Asia, and see his 
work along the lines of our civilization, which 
is stirring up this whole continent. We may even 
hear the stamping of his feet which is causing 


our own country to-wake up and take notice, and the 
whistle of his steamboats and the din of his factories 
which are now competing with us for the trade of the 
world. 

lt is now twenty years since I wrote my first news- 
paper letfer describing the new Japan. That was in 
ISSS, two decades after the Shogun or commander-in- 
chief of the feudal régime had been overthrown, and 
the 
Japan had 
parliament 
and schools. I was given a guide by the government, 
and had a good chance to see the army, the courts and 
such other institutions as were then in their beginning. 
Totlay I am able to look at the same things, and to 
mark their wonderful progress, 


then adopted a constitution, organized a 


Japan’s New Railroads. 


The country then ‘had only 400 miles of railway and 
400 miles more were under construction. The chief 
road ran from Tokio to Kiota, and I had to make most 
of my journeys through the country by jinriksha. Ev- 
ery part of the empire can now .be reached by rail. 
There are more than 5000 miles of tracks as good as 
those of the United States, and the government wants 
miles more. 


In a talk which I had today with Mr. Shuichi Hagi- 
wara, the head of the commercial bureau of the em- 
pire, he told me that Japan is anxious to get capital 
to build these new roads and that it will welcome invest- 
ments of that kind from America. He believes that the 


Emperor made the real head of the government. |

is along the lines of education. All Tokio seems to be 
going to school, 

The streets swarm with boys and girls in schoo! dress, 
and this 1s so in all the towns in the country. The gov- 
ernment requires that all school children shall wear uni- 
forms. The boys have a sort of divided skirt which 
falls to below their knees, and above this may be a 
jacket or a kimono and a cap. The girls wear plum- 
colored skirts with heavy plaits and kimonos tucked in- 
side. They go bareheaded. 


At certain hours of the day the streets are thftonged 
with such students ranging in age from 6 to young men 
and women of 20. There are more than 50,000 students 
attending universities, academies and special schools 
in Tokio alone, and there are other colleges in other 
parts of the empire. There are night schools in the 
cities for the working classes, and technological night 
schools as well.

Japan’s Big Postal Service. 


At the time of my first visit to Japan the new postal 
system had been inaugurated. It was introduced by 
an American named Bryan, who was connected with our 
Postoffice Department at Washington, and all of the 
machinery and other arrangements were modeled after 
our own. The system was then three years old, and it 
was carrying 57,000,000 letters, 40,000,000 postal cards 
and 18,000,000 newspapers a year. Japan had then be- 
zun to make its own postage stamps, and | saw 100 
Japanese’ girls at work in the bureau of engraving and 
printing. 

Today this country manages its postoffices quite as 
well as._we do, and it has many improvements which we 
have not. Last year it carried more than 1,200,000,000 
pieces of mail, and of- these almost 500.000,000 were |et- 
ters. Its postal cards numbered about 700,000.000 and 
the books were half as many as the whole population. 
Japan has now a postal-parcel system, which is carry- 
ing 15,000,000 packages every year, and it has postal 
savings banks all over the empire with millions of dol- 
lars of deposits.

A Land of Books and Newspapers. 


At the same time a great publishing industry has 
grown up. About al] the books used in the schools are 
made in Japan, and.an enormous quantity of all kinds 
is imported. Last year something like 28.000 books were 
published and the periodicals numbered 1800. Japan 
has more than a hundred public libraries. The Imperial 
Library, at Tokio, has now almost a half-million volumes 
and is visited daily by 400 people. There is a big li- 
brary in Kyoto and two in Osaka. One of the largest 
book stores in the world is situated in this city. It 
claims to be able to supply any book of importance now 
published, and it is far superior in its equipment to 
any book store in Washington. Its chief customers 


are Japanese and its books are largely in French, Ger-. 


man and English. 

In the line of newspapers, there are sixteen dailies 
published in Tokio alone, and about 500 in all Japan. 
Some of the chief daily journals are those of Osaka,

However, Mr. Taft will have to pay all bills for food, 
including the viands eaten by the hundreds of official 
guests entertained at the White House each season, and 
this expense will consume a considerable portion of his 
official salary, especially if he endeavors to follow the 
pace set by President Roosevelt. During the latter's 
régime the government has doubled the entertaining 
capacity of the White House without raising the Presi- 
dent's salary a penny, the allowance now given to the 
President for traveling expenses not being an additional 
asset, since_previously the railroads carried chief execu- 
tives witht’ charge Mr. Roosevelt, who was rated at 
a quarter of a million when he entered the White House, 
has been able to spend nearly all of his official salary 
for the glory of the republic.

ID it ever occur t6 you—you, who delight to read 

travelers’ tales of the great Sahara,‘and how the 

camels race, from afar, to the oasis, once the palm 
trees heave in sight, far off on the sky line—that we, of 
the States, have an oasis, too? There the palm trees 
flourish, alone, within hundreds of miles, on the one 
hand, within many, many miles on the other. And 
there, in piace of the dusky Arab. the duskier Indian 
and his village, which, like the Arab’s, he may easily 
dismantle, should he care silently to steal away. 

Down at Palm Springs. off some little distance from 
the railway. lies this strangest of American hational 
parks. 

The heart of the oasis is just six miles south of ‘the 
tracks of the Southern Pacific, almost at the base of 
the lofty San Jacinto Mountains.

The white residents are assessed “two bits” for 
a bath, but even with this handicap they make more use 
of the spring than do the brown-skinnejJ owners. 

The unique little hotel is immediately ‘across the road 
from the springs. It is strongly suggestive of a south- 
ern plantation, with its low, rambling main building 
and wide galleries, its outlying tents and palm-thatched 
cottages, and its genial, whole-souled hospitality. 

It is always after dark when the stage arrives and the 
dining-room makes an especial appeal to the weary pil- 
grim, bu’ for its own sake the room is well worth while. 

Your host’s nationality is instantly an open book, for 
the first object to catch one’s eye is the “Selkirk Grace” 
burned deep into the. wall: 


“Some hae meat and canna eat, 
~ And some wad eat that want it; 

But we hae meat and we can eat, 

And sae the Lord he thankit” 

And how you do eat! 

All about the room are mura! paintings by some of 
California's most noted artists. One huge scene in par- 
ticular, a painting of Palm Cafion, picturing an Indian 
encampment beneath the ancient palms, fills one with an 
enthusiastic longing to visit that romantic spot. 

After the big fire is lit in the evening, for the nights 
are the typical cool ones of all desert countries, the 
guests delight to gather around their canny Scotch host, 
Dr. Wellwood Murray, and listen to his tales of wilder 
days in this quiet spot. And that they were troublous 
times may be realized from the fact that part of the

S« en miles to the south of Palm Springs fs Palm 
Cafion, one of the stramgest sichts to be found in al] the 
United States. Here grow the monarch palms, 200 and 


more years old, and planted by what unknown and long- 
dead hand? Or are they the result of the same process 
of evolution that has produced like species in other 
This is*a puzzle our scientific friends have yet 
to solve. Here are thousands and thousands of them, 
from tiny ones with leaves the size of a man’s hand to 
the giants eighty and ninety feet high; Zrowing on the 
rocky mountains, beside the eureling stream and al- 
most under the little waterfalls. So thick are they that 
riding even along the trail is extremely difficult, and 
one has often to bend low over the horse’s back to 
pass under their spreading leaves. 

There are many other cafions tn the surrounding. re- 
gion, where can be found the wild palm and where camp 
the now peaceful Indians, but In none of them are they 
found in such a beautiful setting as in Palm Cafion, 
which is a government reservation, it ‘being the least 
known and most unique of our national parks. 

The whole Palm Valley is a veritable gravevard of 
fond hopes and an example of the folly of water quar- 
rels, for in the desert-land water is more precious than 
gold. The Indians with their assured water rights have 
shown a little of what the soil is capable, but every- 
where may be seen the failures of the white man. There 
is the “Garden of Eden,’ upon which were based the 
hopes of a visionary blessed, or otherwise, by the cog- 
nomen of Eden. Garden of Eden—how sarcastical the 
name sounds now! Yet, twenty years ago at the Garden 
of Eden were grown the finest oranges in the world. 
Teday you may search for hours without finding even a 
dead orange tree And Palmdale, fond dream of an Eng- 
lish syndicate which built a railway across nine miles 
of sand to connect with the Southern Pacific Railway at 
Seventeen Palms Today all you wil! find at

The water to make this a great natural hot house has 
been appropriated by wealthier communities upon the 
opposite side of the lofty mountain range, and is for- 
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ever gone; but the charm of the 

springs are still to relieve ons 
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Meeker’s appointment as Indian agent was a grievous 
error, for the reason that he knew nothing of Indian 
character. He was determined to civilize the Utes at 
once. He insisted that they must abandon their tepees 
for houses, and that they must live as white men. Soon 
the Utes were sullen and defiant. The greatest mistake 
was made, however, when the agent insisted on plowing 
the land adjoining the agency, in spite of the protests 
of the Indians, who said that as soon as land was plowed 
it ‘ceased to be Indian land. Instead of waiting and 
reasoning the matter out with the Indians, Meeker went 
ahead with the plowing, even after the man at the plow 
had been fired upon two or three times from ambush. It 
became evident that trouble- would soon result. but 
Meeker was the last to admit it. Even when a relief 
expedition was on the way from Fort Steele. Meeker sent 
a note to Maj. Thornburg advising him that all was 
well. 

Meeker’s note was sent on the day of the outbreak. 
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The messenger was murdered, all the employés of the 
agency were killed, and Maj. Thornburg and his men 
were ambushed and slaughtered. Meeker’s wife and 
daughter were carried into captivity, as was Mrs. Price, 
the wife of the agency blacksmith, and her baby. 

Thornburg’s command walked into a trap at Milk 
River. Thornburg had two companies of cavalry and 
two of infantry, and a wagon train. He was attacked 
by probably 300 warriors, who got between the advance 
guard and the wagon train. Thornburg and twenty men 
made a desperate charge in the endeavor to. reach the 
wagons. Thornburg was killed, with twelve of his men. 
The remnant of his command managed to stand off the 
Indians until rifle pits could be dug, when a long siege 
began. 

On the first night a scout named kankin slipped 
through the Indian lines and rode to Rawlins. 160 miles 
distant, reaching there at o'clock the second morning. 
Rankin’s ride, through a wild and uninhabited country, 
is one of the most remarkable feats in the annals of 
western warfare 

After being besieged six days. during which time they 
suffered tortures from wounds and scarcity of food and 
water, the command was rescued by Gen. Merritt. who 
made a forced march. After rescuing Thornbure's un- 
fortunates, Gen. Merritt pushed on to the agency. He 


a Small cave in a cafion. Dresser had been mortally 
wounded, and crawled in the cave to die. His coat was 
folded under his head for a pillow. Two miles north 
of the agency, in a cafion, the body of E. W. Eskridge. 
Meeker’s assistant, was found. On Eskridge’s body was 
the note to Thornburg saying that all was well on the 
agency. 

At the agency the dead body of “Father” Meeker was 
found, frightfully mutilated. A volume of Poys'’s Diary 
was found open on the table in his study, showing that 
he had been reading when the attack was made. W. H. 
Post and Eaton, and Henry Dresser, all agency em- 
ployés, and Mr. Price, the agency blacksmith. were al! 
found shot to death. 


The uprising was the work of a sub-chief, Douglass, 
who with about twenty of the younger and more trou- ~ 
blesome Indians, descended on the agency, while most of 
the warriors concentrated at Milk River to ambush 
Thornburg. Miss Meeker, relating her experiences after 
her rescue, said that she and her mother and Mrs. Price 
and the Price child all sought shelter in the milk house. 
After the Indians had killed all the agency employés, 
they set fire to the milk house and the women had to 
run out and were captured. They were put on horses 
and hurried into the mountains. The Indians had se- 
cured whisky, and were drunk most of the time. Doug- 
lass several times put a loaded weapon to the foreheads 
of the women, in the endeavor to frighten them. but 
they defied him. A young Indian named Persune had 
seized Miss Meeker, and he and the chief nearly fought 
over her, the chief finally making her travel with his 
squaws. The white women stayed with the squaws in 
camp while the Indians were fighting Thornburg. and 
they were well treated by their red sisters. 


When Ouray heard of the outbreak of his people, he 
Was amazed and indignant. He sent word to Chiefs 
Douglass and Jack to cease fighting. The word was 
brought by Ouray’s wife, Chipeta, of whom ‘Gene Field. 
then an editorial writer on the Denver Tribune. wrote: 

“But give her a page in history, too, 

Though she be rotting in humble shrouds. 
And write on the whitest of God's white clouds 

Chipeta’s name in eternal blue.” 

in the meantime the government had appointed a 
commission to treat with the Indians ghd bring: back 
the kidnaped women. Ouray’s message ‘had more to do 
with the cessation of hostilities than the arrival of the 
government's commission in the camp of the rebels.  In- 
deed, some of the more turbulent spirits in Douglass's 
command wanted to kill the commissioners on their ar- 
rival. But the summons of the head chief could not be 
disobeyed, and the women were surrendered. Chipeta 
accompanied them on the long rough journey from the 
Indian camp to OQOuray’s home, where Miss Meeker 
wrote: 

“Chief Ouray and his noble wife did everything to 
make us comfortable. We were ziven the whole house, 
and found carpets on the floor, lamps on the tables, and 
a stove with a fire brightly burning. Mrs. Ouray shed 
tears over us.” 

Public feeling ran high in Colorado. and if the advice 
of Coloradoans had been hearkened to. the entire Un- 
compahgre tribe would have been killed in returm for 
the death of Meeker and Thornburg. But it was rec- 
ognized that the whole affair might have been prevented 
had those on the scene been better aequainted with 
Indian nature and superstitions. No direct reprisals 
were made, but today it 1s easy to see how harsh has 
been the tribe’s punishment. Their superb lands have 
been taken from them, and they are herded on a barren 
reservation where there is scarcity of water and where- 
successful farming is impossible. When they try. to 
escape from their miserable surroundings they are called 
“marauders,” and are herded back under military guard, 
after suffering all the tortures that can come through 
insufficient protection against the weather and insuffi- 
cient food. 

As for Chipeta, the brave and womanly, she has not 
heen given the page in history of which Field wrote, but 
is suffering, old and feeble, with her broken and despair- 
ing tribe. If there are any Utes left who took part in 
the Meeker massacre, it would appear that they have 
been made to pay the penalty many times over.

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Photographing a Jaguar. 
‘A PASADENAN’S THRILLING EXPE- 
RIENCE UN PANAMA.

HE photographing in their natura) state of deer, 
T elk, moose, caribou, mountain sheep, goats, and 
kindred game is almost entirely a matter of pa- 
tience and endurance; with the lynx, mountain lion, 
jaguar and other members of the cat tribe, success 
hinges almost entirely upon sheer juck, depending prin- 
“ipally upon the circumstances under which your sub- 
ject is encountered. An incident which occurred in 
Panama furnishes a case In point. 
One morning of the winter before last, while spending 
a month on the isthmus following the course of the 
canal work, I happened to encounter in the brush, not a 
hundred yards from a construction spur of the railway, 
a very sizable specimen of the South American jaguar, 
incorrectly called tigre, or tiger, in Central America. 
By the merest chance, in addition to a machete for cut- 
ting underbrush—the inseparable companion of one 
straying from the beaten paths anywhere in those lati- 
tudes—I had an automatic pistol stuck in my belt, and 
it was through the reassuring presence of this weapon, 
no doubt, that | managed to pluck up sufficient courage 
to try for a picture. 
In my experience with a number of the several mem-

bers of tne cat tribe there is always a moment imme- 
diately following that in which one of them is surprised 
by the sudden and unexpected: appearance of a man, in 
which the animal remains perfectly motionless, princi- 
pally, no doubt, in the hope of escaping observation. 
The first move is almost invariably toward the man, and 
if he wil! stand still, or move slowly and quietly, the 
beast may be often held for a minute or more before it 
takes alarm and breaks away in flight. I say “flight,” 


because unless wounded or famished with hunger, 


usually even then, his action almost invariably takes 
the form of a retreat. There are not a half-dozen au- 
thentic exceptions to this rule on record. 


My approach over the damp earth of a well-cleared 
path through the bush had been almost noiseless, and 
I doubt very much if the jaguar in question was aware 
of my presence an instant before [ brought up with a 
jerk’ on discovering him.

WORK OF JEWS IN PALESTINE. 


COLONISTS HAVE LIBRARIFS, CLUBS AND LABOR 
ORGANIZATIONS, 


{New York Sun] The large Jewish immigration to 
Paiestine has included within recent years many writers, 
scholars and other professional men. This coterie has 
placed itself at the head of the movement for further- 
ing popular education, 


Various courses of scientific lectures are arranged in 
the larger cities on general educational topics and on 
special subjects, as, for example, the hygienic and eco- 
nomic conditions of the country, for the special! benefit 
of immigrants. 


In connection with these lectures other courses are

| mapped out. There are, for instance, classes where the 
languages of the country are taught to the Immigrants. 


Much importance is attached to the teaching of Arabic, | 


and not for political reasons at that, but mainly for 
practical purposes. 

Another excellent means of education 
public libraries. The Jewish National Library. writes 
the correspondent of the American Hebrew, stands in 
the first rank. This institution, situated in the beautiful 
new Jaffa suburb, was intended by its founder to con- 
form to the British Museum. However, this ideal has 
up to the present time been only remotely approached. 

In addition to a very large collection of Jewish and 
non-Jewish ancient and modern literature—the library 
possesses over 30,009 volumes—there are many rarities, 
as, for example, various manuscripts, reports and con- 


stititions of old societies, old appeals and topical pam- | 


phiets, photographs and portraits of famous Jews, mis- 
cellaneous carvings, medallions, coins, antiques, etc., 
which have been collected during the twelve years of 
the library's existence. It has also a reading-room, 
which is well supplied with magazines and newspapers. 
The library ranking second in importance, the Schaar 
Zion of Jaffa, has a very large and varied collection of 
books, which includes, however, only a smal! percent- 
age of scientific works of value. It also is provided 
with a reading-room, where Hebrew, German. 
and Yiddish periodicals are always on file. The 
time resident, the immigrant and the colonist alike put 
in their leisure time to good purpose here. In Safed, 


too, there is a modern library, established a couple of | 


years ago by local Jews. 

The Beth Am (People's Institution) enjoys very great 
popularity with the Jews of Jerusalem. It contains a 
readinzg-room, music-room, social-room, and even a 
buffet. In the reading-room almost al! Jewish journals 
are to be found. Prominent lecturers deliver discussions 
on many topics. The Beth Am is the only institution in 
Jerusalem which without a subvention of any kind is 
maintained solely by its income from membership dues. 

There are also a number of -Yeshiba libraries, which 
are mainly to be found in Jeruselm. There are several 
others in Hebron, Tiberias and Safed. These libraries 
often contain valuable works 

One of the most significant indications of the evolution 
of a new phase in the cultural life of the Palestinian 
Jews is their striving for organizations, their stress upon 
concentration and consolidation. There are numerous 
associations and societies now in Palestine, and many 
more are in the process of formation. The aims of some 
are sociological, of others educational and social. 

In Palestine there are two important labor organiza- 
tions, the Poale Zion and Hapoel! Hazoir. The former 
is radical and socialistic, while the latter is rather con- 
servative. The former works under the banner of class

INTERESTING PLACES NOT USUALLY & 
VISITED RY TOURISTS.

KF the transatlantic crowd that enters England by 
() way of Southampton, the majority are content with 

a deck view of a corner of the Isle of Wight. Re- 
garding it as a mere “appendix,” they cut it out of their 
touring programme. Yet it deserves a visit, for it is an. 
epitome of Southern England and contains such staple 
attractions as a royal residence, a historfcal castle, and 
many other memorials of the past. 

It is only an hour’s run by local steamer from South- 
ampton io the pier at Cowes. Far and wide this little 
town is known as the headquarters of yachting in Eng- 
land. In the Solent here it was that the unknown 
Yankee schooner won and carried away to New York 
the famous “America” cup, which now seems estab- 
lished there “for keeps.” During one crowded and bril- 
liant week in August, Cowes entertains royalties and 
fashionables, attracted hither by the annual regatta of 
the exclusive Royal Yacht Squadron. Afterward it sub- 
sides among its elm trees into the normal quiet of a 
small watering-place. 

The Cowes—there are two of them separated by a 
tongue of salt water—are old enough to have been forti- 
fied in the reign of Harry the Eighth. Invasion scares 
have always been chronic on the continental side of 
England But the ancient defenses are, of course, hope- 
lessly out of date; and one sees their parade grounds 
turfed over inte lawns, and their towers become the offi- 
cial residence of a commandant or port admiral. Above 
West Cowes stands the Mansion of Osborne, where 
Queen Victoria's last years were passed, and where now 
resides her daughter, Beatrice of Battenberg, who is 
entitled Captain of the Wight.

It is a town of low-windowed hotels and smart lodging- 
houses, fronting on a bay which is filled all summer 
with a pleasure fleet and is the scene of many a joyous 
battle of regattas. After August opens the casual 
stranger finds | imself immersed in a swarm of holiday- 
making Londoners. There a perpetual going and 
coming of excursion steamers between Ryde and its 
rival, Southsea on the mainland. A sight of never- 
failing interest here is the wonderful sea-pageant of the 
narrow straits, in which take part vessels of every type, 
from fishine-smacks and racing cutters to submarines 
and the latest ‘Dreadnourht’ launched. From the cliffs 
you look across five- miles of water at the dockyards of 
Portsmouth, greatest naval station.

| Before they had time to finish their, preparations for 
the night, the windstorm had increased to a furious gale; 
| darkness descended like a’ pall, no light and no fire 
was possible in the fury of the tempest. The coverings 
were blown from the wagons, and everything not 
curely fastened was borne away the wind. Judge 
Weed and many of his men lay prone upon the grougd, 
holding their horses with a mighty grip. The pitch- 
like darkness of the night, the roar and howling of the 
tempest, the insufferable dust that filled their lungs 
almost to suffocation, the rearing, plunging and terrt- 
fied neighing of the horses made the night one of hor- 
ror which can never be forgotten 

At last the violence

fied horses had broken their tethers and galloped away 
in the darkness, and were seen no more, Everything 
was in dire confusion, and many articles that were not 
lost were buried under heaps of dust and débris.

When they reached the sink of the Humboldt River 
they rested a few days, for they were sore spent with 


their long journey and weak from the amount of alkali 
they had taken into their systems, for the earth and 
the water were full of it. The men boiled the water and 
made coffee with it. which was the only way they could 
drink it, but the poor horses fared il! upon it, and some 
of them became so weak and sick they had to be put 


out of their misery. It was here that “Captain Jane” 
showed her remarkable knowledge of the horse.

WHERE THE CONVICTS OF HAWAII 
ARE PUNISHED.

AWAII with its rainbow sea and glory of summer 

moonlight; Hawaii with its fronded cocoanut 

palms stirring gently against a sky of azure; Ha- 
wali with its glory of light and life and color, with its 
fruits and flowers and fairness, has also its shadow side 
like the rest of the world, else it would be in reality 
what many times it seems—a little bit of Paaradise 
dropped down into the Pacific and called for conven- 
ience’s sake—Hawail. 

But this shadow falls only on “those who have loved 
darkness rather than light because their deeds were 
evil.” They have laws, even in Hawaii, and if a man 
breaks those laws he is sent “on the reef.” That does 
not mean that the culprit is transported in a surfboat 
out to the edge of the coral reef and there marooned 
knee-deep in sea water where the squid can tickle his

O begin with, the very nomenclature of this beanu- 
tiful spot of beautiful Southern California takes one 
out of the actualities and into the realm of romance. 
The mind involuntarily goes back to that early Span- 
ish discoverer, the first European to see the Pacific 
Ocean, and one beholds the fearless young nobleman, 
for he was only 26 years old at the time, climbing that 
»high mountain on the Isthmus of Panama, and, from 
its summit, looking out over the new and untraversed 
sea, the vast Pacific Ocean. What were the thoughts of 
this intrepid soul,as he erected a cross on the moun- 
tain’s crest; were they all of glory and renown? When, 
three days later, he reached the shore of this new saa, 
and, stepping into the water that, mild and caressing to 
the touch, broke in gentle ripples over his feet, for what 
_were his hopes? As he took possession of the ocean 
and of the adjacent countries in the name of the King 
of Spain, his wildest dreams, his most impossible ro- 
mantic fancies fell far, very far short of the reality,

This, however, is only, by way of reminiscence, for I 
had in mind at the beginning, not the-voung explorer, 
but the little town on the coast to which has been given 
his name. Long Beach, Santa Monica, Ocean Park, San 
Pedro, ail these are as familiar to Southern California 
beach goers today as even Los Angeles. The same is 
true of Huntington Beach and the Newports, East, West, 
and plain.

Rhode Island Reds. 


People who have bred Rhode Isiand Reds one year 
are going to breed them again. ‘Those who have bred 
them properly five years are sure there is no better all- 
around fowl. Visiting different breeders of best local 
stock, one’s attention gets drawn each time to the fine, 
close feathering of the fowls, and is told that this feath- 
ering makes them great winter layers, in that it keeps 
them warmer than other birds can get in feathers. This 
is a desirable point, and they have proved themselves 
to be hardy and good layers.in average environment. 
Everything lies in the stock one starts with and in se- 
lecting stock, this point should be studied: Fine, close 
feathering for winter heat and eggs. In our mild cli- 
mate, the nights are cool, cold in winter, and nice snug 
feathering conserves body heat, and furthers self-ele- 
ment in eggmaking. In the Brahmas and Cochins the 
feathering is too heavy tur our summers, and suffering 
in summer, finds them conditioning during winter, un- 
less especially petted. The feathers of the Rhode Island 
Reds at moulting time have lost nearly, if not all. down, 
and bear witness that the hens have been cool in sum- 
mer and tn condition. Thev are much maternal as hens, 
insist upon sitting. and often lay right through the 
moult, if not sitting. They moult early and put on the 
new snug featherine for winter warmth just when 
needed, in our climate, if given the right way by proper 
treatment. They extremes wel' and are often 
immune to epidemics because of self-protecting.

National Museum here. and one large fragment—1013 
pounds—is at the Field Museum, in Chicago. These 


irons have been found scattered over an area of several 
miles, one eight miles away from the crater, and me- 
teoric material has been discovered by borings in the 
floor of the crater. But Dr. Merrill says: “The work 
thus far done does not disprove the presence of a large 
quantity of fragmentary iron, although tending to show 
that no large mass lies there buried. It is possible, too, 
that the estimated size of the body making the crater 
is an exaggeration, since if, as seems probable, volatili- 


' gation of a considerable portion followed immediately 


upon striking the ground the outrush of vapor due to 
the enormous expansion in passing from the solid to the 
liquid and gaseous condition would certainly have 
served to tear away the rock and increase the diameter 
to an extent that we have no means of ascertaining.” 

Among other explorers who have visited this freak of 
nature in Arizona has been G. K. Gilbert of the geolog- 
ical survey, whose photographs and contour map of the 
crater are used in illustrating Dr. Merrill's, monograph, 
together with photographs of specimens of the meteoric 
iron and shale bails in the National Museum. Dr. Mer- 
rill has made many other exploring expeditions and vis- 
ited the crater before. One of his most interesting ex- 
peditions was to the petrified forests of Arizona. A 
man familiar in Washington scientific circles by reason 
of twenty-nine years’ service at the National Museum, 
sixteen years as assistant in the geological department 
and thirteen as head curator, he has also a wide ac- 
quaintance among younger geologists as an instructor at 
George Washington University in the department of 
geology and mineralogy. He was the special agent for 
the twelfth census who collected stone quarry statis- 
tics. 

Charles W. Gilmore, the man who went in search of

Mr. Hague was born in Boston in 1840, and in 
1867 received appointment as assistant geologist on the 
exploration of the fortieth parallel under Clarence King. 


He collaborated with Samuel LEmmons in making 
the report of the geological work of the exploration, cov- 
ering a period of ten vears. In 1878 and 1879 he was 


engaged by the Chinese government to examine the min- 
ing regions of Northern China, and traveled extensively 
in that country. He became one of the geologists of the 
United States Geological Survey on its organization, and 
subsequently studied the country in and around Yellow- 
stone Park. Mr. Hague represented the Smithsonian 
Institution at the centenary of the Geological Society 
of London in 1967 

Few geologists are better known than William Healey 
Dall, whose Alaskan explorations have been mentioned. 
Mr. Dall was born in Boston in 1845, the son of a cler- 
zZyman, one of sons of clergymen who have 
attained distinction and proved the fallacy of a popular

notion that sons of clergymen rarely amount to any- 
thing. He was. edueated at private schools, and was a 
pupil of Agassiz in his study of natural history. He 


was associate! with Col. J. W. Foster in geological work 
in the Lake Superior iron region in 1863 and 1864, and 
joined the Western Union Telegraph Company's expedi- 
tion to Alaska tn 1865 as naturalist and acting surgeon. 
He remained there three years and brought a large col- 
lection of specimens to Washington. The following year 
he took charge of work in Alaska for the United States 
Coast Survey, and made many charts of Alaskan coasts, 
He was employed on this work five years. He joined 
the geological survey as paleontologist in 1885. He 
has been honored with many offices in various scien- 
tific societies, and is the correspondent of a large num- 
ber of foreign societies. His principal work has been 
the exploration of Alaska and the scientific research he 
made into its resources, geology and natural history. 

A co-worker with Mr. Dall on the coast-survey work 
was the late Marcus Baker, who was afterward employed 
on the dispute’ boundary line between Venezuela and 
British Guiana. Amone Mr. Dall’s other honors have 
been that of appointment as honorary curator at the 
National Murecim.

Almond Culture. 

zrowing is profitable in California. Generally speak- 
ing. itis not. I know of one locality where the almond 
trees are all going into stove wood. Another inquirer 
asks if the old trees can be worked over to other fruits, 
As arule, no. The buds can be grown successfully upon 
the sprouts from the old wood, but the base is often rot- 
ten, or at least not strong enough to support a rigorous 
top or its fruit. There are a few localities where the 
late frosts rarely disturb the almond. In such places 
this crop is profitaple if other conditions are good, Five 
years ago the State produced about 3000 tons. In 1906 
the tonnage was 900; in 1907 only 750. It will be seen 
from this that the industry is not gaining in impor- 
tance. 

[I have an acquaintance, however. who is increasing 
his acreage of almonds. He is breeding and propagat- 
ing his own trees, and is making some progress in get- 
ting late blooming strains, and more in securing regular 
and heavy fruiting. He does not pay as much atten- 
tion to varieties as to types, and claims that by the 
selection and adaptation of individual trees that he will 
finally establish orchards which will not only dodge the 
frost, but will produce regular and profitable crops, He 
is also paying much attention to pollinating varieties.

“About 1890 he was prevailed upon to accept the office 
of inspector and entomologist under the California State 
Board of Horticulture, a line of work not previously un- 


dertaken anywhere, and in which he spent the remain- 


der of his life. Always kindly, yet always firm in the 
performance of his duty, he stood for fourteen years 
like a rock at the Golden Gate and jealously guarded 
his adopted State from horticultural pests of the world. 
All opposition he swept aside with a smile, without 
making a foe or losing a friend. He was a keen ob- 
server, so that by 1891 we find him not only familiar 
with the common garden and orchard pests, but describ- 
ing a species of his favorite group. Hymenoptera Para- 
sitica. His writings are not profuse, and are confined 
almost entirely to periodical reports. in which he aimed 
to enlighten his horticultural readers on their insect 
problems as he viewed them. His devotion to duty had 
the better of discretion, and on October 11, 1907, he was 
overtaken by the serious illness which on June 28, 1908, 
terminated his life. It was largely the result of over- 
work.”

“The Department of Agriculture has taken over a lease 
of this seedling fig orchard and will run it for the bene- 
fit of the fig growers of the State: that is to say, the 
euttines of these valuable capri figs will be distributed 
to the fig far ae under certain conditions, and those 
of the fig insect will be furnished 
Those who wish to use capri figs for 
caprifying their orchards can obtain them at the actual 
cost of picking, packing and shipping. When I tell you

other varieties in which the insect can live through the 
other months of the year.

The trees 
can be planted thickly, and he should have at least eight 
or ten varieties. We have been four vears collecting 
in the old world cuttings of all the best-known capri 
figs. We have sixty-fixe varieties in the orchard at 
Loomis. These cuttings of capri fig trees will be dis- 
to all growers throughout the State and 
elsewhere upon application, upon this condition, that 
for every fig tree they receive they agree to plant out ten 
seedling fig trees which the Department will furnish 
cost. This is to prevent the miscellaneous 
request for free fig trees with which we would be over- 
whelmed otherwise. and it will also encourage the 
planting of seedling fig trees. I have been fortunate in 
being able to make an investigation of the trees in 
the’ Maslin orchard, and assume that at least 10 per cent. 
of these figs are excellent new varieties of high value.

As is well known, the mesquite is a very Important 
source of fuel supply in Imperial county. and I have seen 
a few mesquites growing near El Cajon.

I do not know jts age 
nor how it came to be there, but I watched its growth 
with considerable interest for a vear or two, and gath- 
ered some seeds from it.

There is no doubt that the alearoba or 
mesquite will grow in most parts of San Diego county, 
but I seriously doubt the advisability of planting it for 
timber when so many varieties of eucalyptus can be 
found that will grow faster and furnish superior wood 
for most purposes. 

It. might be interesting to note in this connection that 
the eucalyptus seems to be adapting itself to California 
climate ae the mesquite has done in Hawaii. Ten vears 
ago encalyptus plants growing in California from self- 
sown seeds were so uncommon as to attract consider- 
able\attention from those interested in forestry. while 
new eucalyptus plants can be found growing near almost 
any eucalyptus grove Certain varieties are found to 
behave very differently when planted in California from 
those faised in their native land, while some American 
plants taken to Australia have changed so greatly as to

Climate, Quinine, Temper, and Disease. 


HERE is a country in which, so long as middle- 
aged men can remember, such conditions as these 
have prevailed: 

Family has been at. war with family—war to the 
knife. Members of one family have been assassinated 
by members of another family. Masked men have 
burned property, have cruelly flogged men, women and 
children, often for no other reason than that perhaps 
a man has refused to hold a certain crop, when he 
needed the money, or to sell property at an absurdly low 
price to some one who lusted for it, or a woman may 
have refused to abandon a suit for divorce against a 
brutal husband. 

Often these masked miscreants have cruelly whipped 
men and women without knowing why they did so, ex- 
cept that their captains had ordered it to be done 

Pitched battles have occurred between large bands 
of partisans in various feuds. Whole communities have 
been terrorized. Judges have refused to hold court 
without military protection, and have hidden them- 
selves in the woods, tearing for their lives. 

Where—you will doubtless ask—are such things done. 
Is it in darkest Africa, is it in Russia. where a thin 
veneer coats the Cossack, or is it perhaps in Southern 
Italy, where nature and man are alike passionate and 
violent? 


Not so. It is much nearer home. The country re- 
ferred to is in the United States of North America, less 
than twelve hours’ ride from the national! capital, and 
still nearer to Chicago. It is a section where the men 
boast of their “chivalry.” and refer disdainfully to the 
materialistic money-getting Yankees—chivalrous men, 
who go in bands to flog helpless women 

Moreover, the men who do these things are not, as 
you might suppose, professional desperadoes, confirmed 
criminals. They are men most of whom regard them- 
selves as. respectable members of society, and some of 
them belong to the highest ranks of society in their re- 
spective localities. 

Hlow can we explain such an extraoniinary condition 
of affairs as that above described” 

May we not find some explanation of this condition 
of affairs in the climate of the .Southern States—to 
which may be added faulty diet and drugs? It is as 
foolish to deny the great influence of climatic conditions 
over human beings as it is to deny the influence of the 
mind over the body. We all know what a vast differ- 
ence climatic conditions make. For instance, one morn- 
ing you go out to your daily task. The air is heavy 
and murky. You feel heavy yourself—dull and de- 
pressed—out of sorts, unfit to do your best, mentally 
or physically, and not in very good temper with your 
fellow-men. 

On the other hand, another morning 
out, the air is crisp and full of ozone. 
ditions you feel like a different man. 

A dispatch from Belgrade, published a few months 
ago. commenced as follows: 

“The terrible. weather, with rain, mud and wind, dur- 
ing the past few devs has done more to moderate the 
spirits of the Servians than the reassurances

When we seek the cause of these atmospheric changes 
and disturbances we must undoubtedly look to the great 
center of our planetary system—the sun, ‘the source of 
light and life. The effect of solar spots upon terrestrial 
weather conditions is now fully recognizeil. There was 
an exceptionally large sun spot at the time of the Sicil- 
ian earthquake. After the big solar telescope on Mount 
Wilson, near Los Angeles, shall have beeh in operation 
for a few years, we may acquire more definite informa- 
tion on this subject. We may be able to foretell, witt 
something like certainty, approaching weather changes 

although we shall never be able to influence them 

A series of articles on the “South and the Nation's 
Health” appeared not long ago in the magazine “What 
to Eat.” The author is Rutledge Rutherford, who had 
been investigating the sanitary—or rather unsanitary— 
partic 
ularly as they may affect the health of the eptire nation, 
Mr. Rutherford told how his candid description of con- 
ditions as he found them brought down upon his head 
the wrath of Southern editors, and that he had been 
threatened with personal violence—which goes to prove 
the truth of his arguments. He then proceeded to 
hand out the following left-handed compliments to his 
southern critics. They loubtless did not result in 
making him ahy more popular south of Mason and 
Dixon's line. Meantime What to fat stated that several 
southern cities had inaugurated reforms. 

Incidentally, these statements of Mr. Rutherford’s, so 
far as they may be wel] founded, tend to canfirm the 
theory advanced by Maj. Woodruff, in regard to the ill- 
effeits of tropical light and heat on the blond races. 
The negro does not get vindictive, and ill-tem- 
pered in the Southern Quite the contrary. 
Negro jollity is proverbial. Is this, perhaps, because he 
is protected by the pigmentation of his dark skin. Mr. 
Rutherford wrote: 

“This disposition of hate, querulousness and antago- 
nism that possesses the Southerner ought to be weighed 
with the other causes that contribute to the South's ill- 
health Of course, people can't keep well when their 
minds are always perturbed with jealousies and resent- 
ments. But probably this disposition is a natural con- 
sequence of the climate. It may be the effects of the 
sun Prof. Starr, of the University of Chicago, noted 
the same condition in the Congo, where he maprvelled 
at the facet that the few whit: 
holding a regard of friendship and sympathy for each 
were continually at 
logzerheads, and the most intense rivalries and animosi- 
ties were always manifested. The most kindly-meant 
misinterpreted as insults, and the people’s 
minds were thus ever in a state of irritation. His de- 
scription of the Congo conditions could not be better 
suited for the Congo than they are for the Southern 
States of America. Everybody's mind seems to be sore 
and irritated, and in any conversation a person can 
never be sure that he is not going to say something to 
Offend. Feuds causing many deaths and involving en- 
tire families and generations of families have thus 
grown out of the most trifling causes imaginable.

“My belief that this peculiarity is the result of climate 
is strengthened by the fact that the same disposition is 
shown by many lower animals and plants that are in- 
digenous to warm climates. Nearly all the stinging in- 
sects, such as the wasp, the stinging lizard, the yellow 
jacket and scorpion, are natives of the South. So are 
the poisonous ants and reptiles. The South is the home 
of the centipede, the tarantula, the gila monster, and 
that deadly serpent, the copperhead. The ferocious 
shark and poisonous fishes inhabit the southern waters. 

‘All the most ferocious animals are inhabitants of 
warm climates. It is as true of the hyena, the tiger and

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surgeon. A surgeon, needy or greedy, who has the 
chance to operate, hardly- can avoid taking it. The 
more operations, the greater his inc&me—the greater the 
income, the greater the fame—and und\man Experience 
teaches that to operate and to kill oftén mean a higher 
gain in patients than when sound advice against opera- 
tions is given. 

“ Suppose a man of 65 suffers from some little growth. 
(Usually, people who seek or need operations on account 
of pathological changes are over 49.) He consults his 
doctor, who advises him to see a specialist, knowing 
he can afford the best advice. Now, the Harley-street 
specialist has had his day of operations; he is rich. .In 
view of the age of the patient, and the fact that his 
trouble entails little pain and is no eyesore, and be- 
cause the mau may die, or the growth recur if cut, he 
simply advises the patient to take a sedative when in 
discomfort, and, above all, to think as little about the 
thing as possible. 

“*His patient pays three guineas and goes home, and 
rests content for two or three months. 

“*Then he has a twinge of pain—perhaps a pretty 
sharp one. He is advised by friends to consult a young 
operating surgeon with a rising reputation. This one 
is not so well off as the other—he has his name to make 
To himself he 
says: 

*“Experience teaches that patients who think them- 
selves in need of an operation go from one to another 
until a willing surgeon is found. This man is not 
content with good advice already given. It wil! be as 
ehsy for me to make fifty or a hundred guineas from ‘the 
case as to make three. I shall gain reputation. [| shal) 
gain patients. Therefore, I shall operate.” 

“*There are people who have a craze for operations— 
especially nervous women and  neurotics generally. 
About’an operation there is, they think, something he- 
roic. If their backs ache, they desire kidney opera- 
tions; in case of stomach ache, their thoughts fly to 
gastric operations: headaches suggest t' at their brains 
should be opened. Women sometimes take to opera- 
tions when about 40 years of age, and continue to have 
them every three or five years until operated into their 
graves. 

““Doctors, therefore, have many temptations: more- 
over, in such cases as those of tonsilitis they may be- 
lieve firmly that operations are essential. [ went to a 
London hospital and saw enlarged tonsils being cut off 
right and left, I think about fifty in the one afternoon 
It surprised me very much to see so many operations 
on the throat. The amount of blood lost was consider- 
able, and no doubt after-sufferings were very severe 

“In my own practice I have attended many cases of 
enlarged tonsils. and I have found always that as a 
child grows older and stronger they go down and give 
no trouble, or very little. Nature has no further use 
for them. But | have had patients on whom operations 
had been performed in hospital, and I have had to treat 
them for weeks for very serious effects. 

“*The other day four children came to me who had 
been told at school that their tonsils must be taken out 
The children could breathe and swallow freely and 
speak clearly. I told their parents that if a child of 
mine were no worse than they I would not accept (£1006 
to allow the operation to be done. 

“For the enlarged tonsil has a use. It is a protec- 
tion to a weaker part. and whenever Nature does not 
want it, it will go down, and do little or no harm. To 
cut away a tonsil is not a simple operation, liRe cutting 
one’s hair, or nails, or corns, but it is a dangerous oper- 
ation, causing sometimes. illness, sometimes death 

““We find that enlarged tonsils are more common in 
cities than in the country. Town children are not so 
robust as country children, nor are their throats or 
bronchial tubes so strong; Nature assists to protect 
them by throwing up this additional structure to warm 
and inmrppede the currents of cold air entering the larynx 
I believe that if there were not enlarged tonsils and ade- 
noids in many delicate children, there would be some- 
thing.a great deal worse—pharyngitis, laryngitis, bron- 
chitis; pneumonia, pleurisy, and perhaps ulceration and 
abscess over important blood vessels, which would be 
dangerous, if not fatal, in many cases. 

“*An important function of the tonsil is to give off 
heat, and it stands to reason that a thick hot plate wil! 
give off more heat than a thin one—therefore the ton- 
sils are thickened when needed for the special purpose. 
I do not look upon enlarged tonsils and adenoids as a 
disease, but as symptoms of a disease. To cut them 
off, thinking vou are curing a disease, is, I believe, an 
absolute fallacy. 4 

“"f only hope that operating surgeons do. not intend 
riding to death this new hobby bf cutting enlarged ton- 
sils. as they rode the appendicitis and many another 
hobby. Nature does not make so many mistakes as 
some surgeons would have us believe. Tonsils have 
their uses, and the appendix serves its purpose, though 
few understand It.’ 

“If the practice of surgery is to be put on right lines 
and is to be above temptation, one of three courses must 
be adopted. 

“Either an inquest must be held if a patient dies 
within three months of an operation, and the operating 
surgeon must be called as a witness. Or a higher fee 
than £10 must never be charged for any operation. Or 
a consulting operating surgeon must be appointed in ev- 
ery district, to take in surgery the position of the county 
court judge in law. He should decide if an opeyation is

appears to be well contented with herself. She is 
dressed in semi-décolleté, and has good shoulders— 
which is doubtless why.

“Only thru physical form can any creature function 
on this plane, and with the same laws governing as gov- 
ern action on the astral or sub-conscious plane.”

The usual hocus pocus is presented about mysterious 
methods of breathing.

Hold the breath a 
moment, then slowly exhale upward, spraying or spread- 
ing the breath within and over the er ve body, visual- 
izing the Process as similar to the ptece of fireworks 
known as a ‘shower.’

How any sane person can bring himself, or herself, to 
laughing at themselves while they 
do it is a mystery to the editor of the Care of the Body. 

Here are some more affirmations, with which the book 
closes:

After wading through this book, one is left in bliss- 
ful ignorance as to what the author is driving at.

“I have always found that people who never have had 
children are the ones who generally know al] about th 
raising of them, and surely a person who never has had 
any, would know how to pick out some wonder child 
quicker than its parents. This children dadism tires 
me. I should iike to know what normal parent would 
intrust their child to an experimenting scientist with 
blood as cold as stone. Moral vivisection I call it.” 

In some cases it is, of course, advantageous for a 
child to be taken away from its parents, but such a 
general overturning of the family system as that above 
suggested would mean social chaos. 

However, it is not at all likely that we shall see any- 
thing of this kind in our time. 


Dietetic Doctors Who Differ. 


HAT TO EAT recently published a series of “Sim- 
Wi. Lessons in Dietetics.” Reference was made to 
the fact that “authorities” differ in a most remarkable 
manner on dietetic subjects—as to the amount of food 
needed, and even as to the composition of common food 
substances. For instance: 


“W. O. Atwater, in charge of many nutrition inves- 
tigations conducted by the experiment stations of the 
United States Department of Agriculture, and regarded 
as one of the foremost authorities in the world, employs 
the standard of 125 grams of protein and 2500 calories of 
energy for a man at moderate work. C. F. Langworthy, 
chief of the nutrition investigations conducted by the 
Department of Agriculture, accepts as his standard for a 
man at moderate muscular work 0.28 pound (about 127 
grams) of protein and 3400 calories of energy. Outside 
of the government authorities the popular standard in 
the United States—the one employed by most of the 
writers on dietetic subjects—calls for not as much fuel 
energy for a man engaged in hard manual labor as Mr. 
Langworthy requires for a man at moderate muscular 
work. This generally-accepted standard says that a 
man engaged in hard muscular work needs 145 grams of 
protein and . 370 calories of energy. The popular stand- 
ard for a man who takes light physical exercise is 100 
grams of protein and 2820 calories.” 


The writer of the article quoted adds that “the Euro- 
pean standard for a man at moderate work is 0.26 
pound (118 grams) protein and 2695 calories, and 6.32 
pound (145 grams) and 3270 calories for a man at hard 
work.” 

This may have been true twenty years ago, but recent 
careful investigations, made in Germany, by careful 
scientists, and in this country, by Professors Chittenden 
and Fisher, at Yale University, have proved conclusively 
that everybody eats far too much, especially too much 
proteid, the main sources of which are meat, cheese, 
nuts. To show how very far behind

survey, had charge. Edward Wilson Nelson. whose «) 
ploring experiences in Alaska and participation in th: 
Jeannette relief expedition has been noted, was 
a member of the Death Valley expedition, and 
later became chief field naturalist of the Depar't- 
ment of Agriculture. It was Frederick Vernon 
Colville who prepared the report on “The Bot- 
any of the Death Valley Expedition.” and later 
became chief botanist of the Department of Agricultur: 
He accompanied the Harriman Alaskan expedition of 
1899, and supervised an elaborate report on the flora of 
that country. 


Vernon Bailey, who has charge of the division of ge- 
ographic distribution of the biological survey, has done 
much traveling in the haunts of animals and written 
much concerning their habits. The gopher is one of the 
animals of which he has made a special study, though he 
has written about hundreds of others, particularly about 
those of the Mississippi Valley and of the District of 
Columbia. Mr. Bailey's sister married C. Hart Merriam, 
and was before her marriage a well-known tutor on or- 
nithology in Washington. Mr. Merriam ranks among 
the most distinguished of exploring naturalists in the 
government service, and it was by reason of the reputa- 
tion he had gained as an indefatigable student of nature 
that he was recalled from a pleasure trip to Europe in 
1885 to take charge of the newly-formed division of or- 
nithology and mammalogy of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, a division which afterward became the biological! 
survey. The object of the survey is to investigate the 
economic relations of. birds and mammals, recommend 
measures for the preservation of beneficial and the de- 
struction of injurious species, and study the geographic 
distribution of animals and plants. 


Mr. Merriam was born in 1855 in New York City, and 
is a grandson of Gen. Ela Merriam. He was educated 
at the College of Physicians and Surgeons in New York 
City, and practiced medicine at Locust Grove in his 
earlier years. He served as naturalist on Hayden's sur- 
vey in Utah, Idaho and Wyoming in 1872, and was later 


an assistant to the United States Fish Commission at 
Wood's Hole. In 1876 he visited the Bay of Fundy to 


collect marine invertebrates. He visited the Bermudas. 
ruised in the St. Lawrence, and sailed to the arctic 
seal fisheries as surgeon on the Proteus before he joined 
the Agricultural Department's staff of scientists. Since: 
then he has spent much time in regions far and near 
In 1890 and 1891 he had charge of the Death Valley ex 
pedition, and later served with Prof. T. C. Mendenha!! 
as Bering Sea commissioner. He has written more than 
300 publications.
